Lab's new antirabies serum 
provides painless treatment 


BERKELEY (UPI) - Cutter La­ 
bo rato ries has dev elo ped a federally - 
appro v ed serum which can pro v ide 
painless treatment fo r rabies. 
Cutter o fficials said Tuesday that the 
serum wo uld be av ailable to the public 
in August but o nly in limited supply . 
The serum will eliminate the need 
for perso ns bitten by rabid animals to 
undergo the painful and dangero us 
“ Pasteur treatment,” which inv o lv es a 
series o f ino culatio ns with a serum ta­ 
ken fro m ho rses. Many perso ns suffer 
an adv erse reactio n fro m the ho rse se­ 
rum. 
Cutter’s serum co mes fro m human 
blo o d, and there is no adv erse reac­ 
tio n, co mpany o fficials said in a state­ 
ment 
They ex plained that the blo o d co mes 
fro m tho se who hav e rabies antibo dies 
in their sy stem. They said the reaso n 


the serum wo uld be in sho rt supply 
was because there were o nly a few o f 
these perso ns. 
T h e 
antibo dies 
dev elo p in 
the 
blo o dstreams o f tho se who hav e reco ­ 
v ered fro m rabies itself. Others with 
the antibo dies are {ho se who hav e been 
v accinated against rabies prio r to ex ­ 
po sure. 
James Go o dspeed, Cutter’s market­ 
ing manager fo r plasma fractio ns, said 
mo st o f the so urces fo r his co mpany ’s 
serum were v eterinary medicine stu­ 
dents at the Univ ersity o f Califo rnia at 
Dav is. 
Tho se who hav e undergo ne the “ Pas­ 
teur treatment” can also be used as 
do no rs, Go o dspeed said.

“ Hy perab” and has been appro v ed fo r 
sale by the U.S. Fo o d and Drug Ad­ 
ministratio n.

Who said honesty 
dead these days? 
LOGAN, Utah (UPI) - A Lo gan 
co uple stepped up to a Po st Office 
stamp machine and dro pped in a dime. 
Fo r the nex t sev eral minutes they 
sto o d ago g as the machine spewed 
fo rth 10-cent stamps. When it finally 
quit, it had dispensed 9 9 0 stamps in a 
single ro ll. 
The co uple detached o ne stamp, 
labo rio usly ro lled up the rest and 
stuffed them into a mailbo x with a 
no te ex plaining what happened. 
“ We wish they ’d left their names so 
we co uld thank them,” said Po st­ 
master J. R. Ro wberry . 
The machine had a big “ Out o f Or­ 
der” sign Tuesday . 


Wessely said the pursuit began when 
Sgt. Hart saw Saddlemier’s truck trav ­ 
elling at a high rate o f speed at 
Sev enth Street and Sinclair Av enue. 
Hart turned o n his red light and siren 
when the y o uth failed to pull o v er. 
When the y o uth still failed to halt, o th­ 
er Upland po lice units were called into 
the pursuit. 
Wessely said at least fiv e Upland po ­ 
lice o fficers were inv o lv ed in the pur­ 
suit. Hart said that o nce he managed 
to get in fro nt o f the truck and tried to 
fo rce it o ff the ro ad. The driv er o f the 


truck began driv ing into Hart’s po lice 
car, fo rcing Hart to halt. At ano ther 
po int the truck, trav elling at a high 
rate o f speed near Mo untain Av enue 
and Arro w Highway , went thro ugh a 
serv ice statio n driv eway , turned and 
went thro ugh a field 
co ming 
o ut 
thro ugh a driv eway in the driv e-in res­ 
taurant 
and 
back 
o nto 
Mo untain 
Av enue. 
Wessely said that the o fficers in­ 
v o lv ed in the incident are no w co mplet­ 
ing their repo rts and the case is still 
under inv estigatio n. Wessely said he 
believ ed that the o fficers “ had to use 


ex treme fo rce in the incident because 
liv es were endangered.” 
Do cto rs at the Upland ho spital to ldr 
po lice that they were immediately 
unable to o perate to remo v e the bullet 
fro m Saddlemier’s head because it had 
lo dged in a sensitiv e area o f the skull, y 
It was the seco nd time in a y ear that 
Upland po lice hav e had to reso rt to 
gunfire to end a high-speed auto chase. 
In the prev io us sho o ting, a 17-y ear-o ld 
driv er fleeing o fficers was slain, but ar 
co ro ner’s jury agreed that the o fficers* 
actio n was necessary . Mo rales also 
was in v o lv ed in 
the earlier case.

The mariju an a wo u ld hav e been 
wo rth $22.8 millio n in street sales in 
the Un ited States, he said . 
In v estigato rs had been wo rk in g o n 
the case sin ce Jan u ary an d learn ed 
two week s ago that a big mariju an a 
ship men t was to cro ss the bo rd er in 
su p p o sed ly emp ty asp halt tru ck s, he 
said .

Four in family found shot to death in their beds 


SAN LEANDRO, Calif. (UPI) - Ap- 
parently witho ut reaso n, fo ur members 
o f a well-regarded middle class San 
Leandro family were sho t to death in 
their beds. 
“ It’s v ery bizarre,” Po lice Lt. Ro b­ 
ert Wilso n said Tuesday , remarking he 
had “ nev er seen any thing like this.” 
“ They were o ne o f the nicest famil­ 
ies aro und here,” said a neighbo r, 
Jo y ce Figueira, 31. 
Po lice disco v ered the bo dies because 
o f a telepho ne call by a wo rried emplo ­ 


y er who co uldn’t understand why Ed­ 
ward Blaiser, 4 3, had no t sho wn up fo r 
wo rk. 
All the v ictims had been sho t in the 
head with a small-caliber gun but the 
weapo n co uld no t be fo und, altho ugh 
detectiv es disco v ered a pair o f plastic 
glo v es with cartridges wrapped inside 
abo ut 75 y ards fro m the o ne sto ry 
frame ho use. 
Blaiser was a civ ilian emplo y e at the 
Alameda Nav al Air Statio n and his 
wife, Patricia, 37, wo rked as a secret­ 


ary fo r the Pacific Internatio nal Ex ­ 
press Co . 


The o ther v ictims were their chil­ 
dren, Ro bert Blaiser, 15 , and Debo rah, 
13. 


Ano ther so n, Kenneth, 16, was wo rk­ 
ing at a summer jo b in Mo desto , neigh­ 
bo rs said. 
Altho ugh three Oakland po licemen 
liv e nex t do o r to the Blaiser ho me, 
they repo rted they didn’t hear any 
sho ts. 


Befo re the bo dies were fo und, fiv e 
teen-age friends o f the Blaiser children 
had called at the ho use but had no t, 
no ticed any thing unusual. 
One o f tho se y o uths, Randy Kern, 14 , 
went inside the ho use to bo rro w a raft, 
saw a telepho ne o ff the ho o k and re­ 
placed it witho ut no ting any thing o ut o f 
the o rdinary . 
He said he had heard the telepho ne’s 
dial to ne and replaced it o n the ho o k 
because he “ figured they didn’t want 
to be disturbed.”

are talk in g abo u t two differ­ 
en t p ro blems. Yo u r high cho ­ 
lestero l lev el an d p ern icio u s 
an emia hav e n o thin g to do 
with each o ther. 
Pern icio u s an emia o ccu rs 
becau se o f a diso rder o f the 
sto mach. 
That may 
so u n d 
stran ge to y o u , bu t y o u r sto ­ 
mach fo rms a su bstan ce cal­ 
led “in trin sic facto r.” This 
su bstan ce flo ws with y o u r 
fo o d in to the small in testin e. 
It is u sed there to en able the 
B-12 in y o u r diet to be ab­ 
so rbed in to the blo o d stream. 
If y o u do n ’t fo rm in trin sic 
facto r in the sto mach, then 
y o u wo n ’t be able to abso rb 
B-12. 
Alo n g with the failu re o f the 
sto mach to co n tin u e to fo rm 
in trin sic facto r, there may be 
a decrease o r absen ce o f 
n o rmal sto mach acid fo rma­ 
tio n . Ju st why a p erso n ’s sto ­ 
mach q u its fo rmin g in trin sic 
facto r isn ’t k n o wn . It rarely 
o ccu rs befo re age 35 an d be­ 
co mes mo re co mmo n thereaf­ 
ter. Fo r so me reaso n p eo p le 
with ty p e A blo o d who are o f 
n o rthern Eu ro p ean ex tractio n 
are mo re lik ely to hav e the 
p ro blem. 
The lack o f B-12 affects all 
o f the bo dy cells. It is a v ery 
imp o rtan t v itamin . It’s main 
ro le is in the fo rmatio n o f 
DNA, the v ital chemical in 
the n u cleu s o f the cells essen ­ 
tial to their ability to rep r­ 
o du ce. This is why it cau ses 
an an emia. Did y o u k n o w that 
y o u r bo dy fo rms three-millio n 
n ew red blo o d cells ev ery sec­ 
o n d? This mean s y o u n eed a 
lo t o f B-12 to help fo rm all 
tho se red blo o d cells. An d. if 
y o u do n ’t hav e it y o u dev elo p 
an an emia.

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The real danger 
of impeachment 


As (he impeachment process grinds on. there is a 
considerable div ision in the public’s reaction to the 
efforts to oust President Nix on. 
California’s recent primary has been considered a 
new high water mark in v oter reaction against Wa­ 
tergate and against polities as a whole. The success, 
for instance, of Proposition 9 has been labelled an 
ov erwhelming demand by California v oters for poli­ 
tical reform. 
That 
label can be disputed, because no 
real, 
coordinated campaign was mounted to enlighten 
the v oters about the ex cesses and dangers inherent 
in the initiativ e. The title '‘Political Reform Act” 
was allowed to stand as a beacon to those who felt 
“ something should be done.” 
The real question is: how deeply do the people of 
the nation really feel about impeachment, and do 
they understand its momentous implications? 
New York Times writer William Safire made a 
v ery interesting point recently . He cited the fact 
that of the 11 Presidents who left office during this 
century , “ 10 left either feet first or with their repu­ 
tation ruined.” Consider the list: 
McKinley —assassinated. 
Theodore Roosev elt — turned office ov er to Wil­ 
liam Howard Taft, then ran unsuccessfully against 
him. 
Wilson—collapsed and could not gov ern. 
Harding—died in office. 
Coolidge—chose not to run again. 
H oov er—d efeated 
by 
a 
reputation-ruining 
c am ­ 
paign. 
Franklin Roosev elt—died. 
Truman—chose not to run again. 
Kennedy —assassinated. 
J ohnson—“ like 
Truman, 
knew 
he 
had 
had 
enough.” 
Only 
Dwight 
Eisenhower 
completed 
his 
con­ 
stitutionally allowed terms with reputation intact. 
As Safire puts it. “ most American Presidents 
close out their careers in three way s: by dy ing or 
being murdered; by being defeated; or by abdicat­ 
ing— refusing to run again because they knew they 
would lose. 
“ To these three means of ending political 
serv ­ 
ice,” he continues, “ we are now in danger of adding 
a fourth and fifth: impeachment and its inev itable 
companion, forced resignation." 
Safire’s concern is shared by many : what would 
the impeachment or forced resignation of Richard 
Nix on “ for any thing other than an indisputably 
•high' crime like treason” do to the Presidency ? 
If such a precedent had been established, he pon­ 
ders, would a mov e hav e been made against Hoov er. 
Truman, J ohnson? It would hav e failed, Safire rea­ 
sons. but it would hav e been a strong way to 
hamstring a President, it would force a President 
whose popularity is waning to campaign more than 
gov ern. 
Is the introduction into our political affairs of “ a 
new and weakening element” worth it under today ’s 
giv en situation? 
Many people, of course, say y es. But according to 
Safire, many others “ who are neither sophists nor 
blind loy alists believ e -lie presumed danger of not 
impeaching Richard Nix on is outweighed by the real 
danger of lay ing the knife of impeachment on the 
stage of v ery future presidential drama." 
It is something to think about. 


Thumbs down, 
not out 


Hitchhiking is a y ear-round phenomenon in Cali­ 
fornia. but with the influx ot summer tourists it is 
bound to grow. And the California State Automobile 
Association is concerned. 
CSAA Vice President and General Manager Alfred 
F. Frederico suggests "thumbs down on thumbs 
out.” Hitchhiking, he say s, is too great a gamble, 
especially for females. And it’s no sinecure for dri­ 
v ers. 
According to a recent California Highway Patrol 
study , “ female hitchhikers are eight times more 
likely to be v ictims of crime than male, ev en though 
only one hitchhiker in ten is a female. 
During the CHP’s six month surv ey more than 
two thousands hitchhikers were estimated to hav e 
been v ictims of crime, half of them females. Most 
women were v ictims of sex offenses; the ty pical 
male was assaulted or robbed. 
But the danger ex ists on both side. According to 
Frederico more than 8 00 motorists were assaulted 
or robbed by those they picked up. 
Accidents, too. are the fate of many ride-thumbers 
and their benefactors. So. for safety ’s sake — both 
personal and traffic — CSAA urges a double nega­ 
tiv e: don’t hitchhike, don’t pick up hitchhiker .

R-Utah. has conceded 
that he knew a White House burglary - 
bugging team was on the prowl in ad­

break-in. 
A secret memorandum, written by 
his CIA case officer, states that the 
senator’s son withheld v ital informa­ 
tion from the authorities. 
In an interv iew with my associate 
Les Whitten. Bennett acknowledged he 
knew at least three day s before the 
Watergate burglary that White House 
aide E. Howard Hunt and his second- 
story crew had plotted to break into 
the 
campaign headquarters cf 
Sen . 
George McGov ern. D-S.D., and b u g th e 
place. 
Instead of reporting the conspiracy 
to the police, Bennett kept his mouth 
shut. He also confided to his CIA con­ 
tact that he had held back information 
from the original Watergate break-ir. 
Had Bennett informed the police of 
the plot to bust into McGov ern head­ 
quarters, as the law requires, the sub­ 
sequent Watergate caper would hav e 
been aborted and the ccurse of history 
might hav e beer, changed. 
This episode is another link in the 
my sterious CIA inv olv ement in Water­ 
gate. We uncov ered the first piece o f 
the puzzle as early as April 7 , 197 3. 
wh en we reo o rted ih at th e CIA h ad 
“ o rd ered its ag en ts n o t to talk to th e 
FBI 
ab o u t th e ex p lo siv e 
Waterg ate 
case." Th ereafter, we p u b lish ed sev er­ 
al rep o rts ab o u t th e CIA an d Water­ 
g ate, b u t th e fu ll sto ry still h asn ’t b een 
to ld .

Bennett’s nephew referred a Brig­ 
ham Young Univ ersity student, named 
Thomas Gregory , to Hunt who recrui­ 
ted the y oung man as a political spy . 
Gregory ’ infiltrated into the campaigns 
of the President’s two chief Democrat­ 
ic riv als—first, Sen. Edmund Muskie’s 
staff, then Sen. George McGov ern’s 
staff. 
But Gregory , a conscientious Mor­ 
mon. became uneasy about his un­ 
dercov er work. He spake to his bishop 
about it, who was concerned about the 
ethics of the job. 
Then Gregory went back to Bennett 
an d ex plained his misgiv ings. As Ben­ 
n ett related it, Gregory had been told 
by Hunt to work late one night at 
McGov ern headquarters and leav e a 
door open so the White House burglars 
could sneak in. 
Gregory informed Bennett that Hunt 
was ’ reporting to someone higher up.” 
Hunt’s White House connections im­ 
pressed y oung Gregory . Bennett said

Bennett said he adv ised Gregory “ to

PENTAGON PUPPET: Once again, 
we hav e caught Rep.

Combat zone on 
the turnpikes 


WASHINGTON — A driv er trav eling 5 5 m.p.h. on the New 
J ersey Turnpike recently was forced into higher speeds by the 
sight of a tractor-trailer truck rushing into his rearv iew mir­ 
ror. The driv er gunned to 60, then 65 and 7 0—but still the 
truck closed ground. 
Finally , unnerv ed, the motorist hit his brakes and the truck 
wrenched past with an Armageddon roar while its driv er, 
clearly v isible in his lofty warroom, grinned, drank soda pop 
and wav ed a contemptuous middle finger from his window. 
America’s highway s, nev er showplaces for reason or broth­ 
erhood, are today deteriorating ev en further toward total 
anarchy . The reduction of the legal speed limit to 5 5 , while 
seldom observ ed by any one, has created new and potentially 
tragic frictions between the highway ’s natural enemies: the 
cars and the trucks. 
Terrible games of tag and bully are taking place at speeds 
enough to slaughter the participants—and any body else hapless 
enough to be in the way . 
The situation, say s Ken Pierson of the Bureau of Motor 
Carrier Safety , here is nothing short of v ehicular “ ty ranny .” 
He say s the bureau, an arm of the Department of Trans­ 
portation, is “ receiv ing more and more complaints concerning 
the disposition of some truck and bus driv ers to operate at 
ex cessiv e speed, to tailgate automobiles and other commercial 
v ehicles, as if the highway s were their priv ate domain and 
automobiles were interlopers on a priv ate preserv e.” 
Pierson is not the only one receiv ing motorist flak. A New 
J ersey Turnpike tolltaker say s protests at his booth go on all 
day , ev ery day : “ I remember this one guy , he said he got so 
mad at a truck he tried to ram it. Can y ou imagine? The guy 
had a little Volks and he was try ing to smash an 18 -wheeler. 
But y ou can’t blame him; what I see on this turnpike is al­ 
most like combat.” 
As y et, casualty figures concerning the blacktop war are 
unav ailable. At least one federal agency —the National High­ 
way Safety Council—is supposed to be study ing the safety im­ 
pact of the 5 5 limit, but authorities there admit to inaction. 
Withal, there is no doubt as to the casualty potential. 
The American Automobile Association say s that games be­ 
tween cars and trucks are as onesided as ly nchings; it reports 
that while tractor-trailer trucks cromprise only 3.7 per cent of 
the road miles driv en in the nation, they account for 6.6 per 
cent of the fatal accidents. So big are the rigs (the legal 
weight limit in interstate highway s is now 7 3,28 0 pounds) that 
their “ frequency of inv olv ement in fatal accidents is 8 6.5 per 
ceni greater than the car.” 
This is not to say , of course, that trucks are inherent road 
menaces. The American Trucking Association argues correctly 
that truckers ov erall are comparativ ely safe driv ers and that 
combination trucks in general account for only 2.3 per cent of 
all highway accidents. 
Nonetheless, there is growing unease ev en in the trucking in­ 
dustry that more and more driv ers are becoming arrogant, 
careless and unlawful. 
Sen. Harold Hughes (D-lowa), himself an ex trucker. esti­ 
mates that 90 per cent of big rig driv ers use pep pills; the 
DOT reports an increase in headphone stereo set use by y ou­ 
nger driv ers, “ a safety hazard of incredible proportions” ; "and 
such is the temptation to ov erload trucks that the Pennsy l­ 
v ania Highway Patrol remembers nabbing one dolt driv er with 
200,000 pounds. 
Giv en the more aggressiv e and insensitiv e driv er, then, road 
ty ranny is an unsurprising result. (“ We got to make time,” 
say s one owner-operator, “ I can’t feed my kids on 5 5 mph.” ) 
The question is how to stop it? Local police around the nation 
insist that increased enforcement is not the answer. New J er­ 
sey Turnpike cops gav e 1,000 more truck summonses in this 
J anuary -May ov er last, but “ that didn’t hardly faze them.” 
Ev en now the Teamsters Union is attempting to force com­ 
panies to pay for such driv er indiscretions. 
So there may be no answer here sav e an unforeseen enligh­ 
tenment of the v iolating truck driv ers. And until and if such 
religion occurs, safety officials warn motorists to cool it. Tru­ 
cker ty ranny can’t be remedied by the motorist rev enge. Stay 
in y our lane, at y our speed, and let the big apes do the maneu­ 
v ering. What the truck-car situations do not need are TWO 
damn foois.

For everybody but 
the home buyer 
Film corp. 
will lease 


By L E W KOCH 
(Second in a series) 
When the average citizen 
gets “burned’' for an extra 
few hundred or even thousand 
dollars in hidden costs in buy­ 
ing a home, he has little re­ 
course except to complain 
about it over cocktails. 
But when the same thing 
happens to a member of Con­ 
gress, new laws start being 
drafted. 
A congressional investiga­ 
tion into the high cost of settl­ 
ing real estate transactions 
found that some attorneys 
were involved in kickbacks, 
price fixing and a host of leg­ 
al maneuvers designed to line 
their pockets and empty those 
of the poor guy who had just 
emptied his bank account in 
order to buy a home. 
How does it happen? Well, 
Jet's say you’re involved in a 
simple real estate transaction 
— the selling or buying of a 
home. 
If you’re the seller, the real 
estate broker will 
impress 
you with the fact that the 
both of want to get the high­ 
est possible price 
for the 
house. But when he asks you 
to sign a “ standard” con­ 
tract, the broker may neglect 
mentioning some of the small 
print covering (or not cover­ 
ing) such “ petty” details as 
who can negotiate the selling 
price, multiple listings, fix- 
t u r e s , zoning restrictions, 
method of payment, default, 
title and when the broker col­ 
lects his fee. 
If you are the buyer, the 
real estate broker may urge 
you to sign a “ standard” con­ 
tract (prepared, of course, by 
the broker’s lawyer). 
One 
fact the broker may not men­ 
tion is that the contract will 
protect his interest — not 
your’s. The contract may not 
detail such “ Petty” items as 
financing, 
title, 
insurance, 
surveys, taxes, time of occu­ 
pancy, etc. 
If you’re buying a house 
and think that the attorney 
for the institution lending you 
the money will check every­ 
thing out •— check again. If 
th e m o r t g a g e institution 
(bank, savings and loan, etc.) 
doesn’t get the highest pos­ 
sible interest, they may not 
be telling you about 
such 
“ petty” details as what hap- 
pers if you want to pay off 
the mortgage ahead of time, 
what’s wrong with the title, 
special zoning ordinances and 
dosing costs. 
As Benny L. Kass, general 
c o u n s e l for the National 
Homebuyers and Homeowners 
Association 
in 
Washington, 
put it, “ The mortgage in­ 
dustry is one of the most in­ 
cestuous within our economy. 
Lenders refer borrowers to 
law firms and to title con- 
panies; real estate firms use 
rheir favorite lawr firms for 
settlement. And everyone sits 
on each other’s board of di­ 
rectors, sharing the bounty. 
“The ret result is to depr­ 
ive the homebuyer the oppor­ 
tunity to shop around for the 
best loan, the best survey, the 
best title search, and the best 
title insurance — at the least 
expensive price. Let’s face it: 
there is no real competition in 
t o d a y ’ s housing market­ 
place.” 
The broker, the lender, the 
escrow company and the title 
insurance company all de­ 
mand and receive the best 
legal protection. Their attor­ 
neys protect them — not you. 
One expense 
involved in 
buying and selling houses is 
created by the need to establ­ 
ish title (ownership). The title 
companies go to the expense 


Financier’s 
fleet sold 
to cut debt 
SAN DIEGO (UPI) - C. 
Amholt Smith’s Westgate-Cal- 
ifornia Corp. has agreed to 
sell its tuna fishing fleet to 
Castle & Cooke Inc. of Hon­ 
olulu for $35.8 million. 
The 
Westgate-California 
Corp. is controlled by a court-

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of duplicating 
the 
usually 
chaotic public records and 
consolidate and index them. 
These private monopolies 
(as some reformist attorneys 
call them) then turn around 
and, for an astronomical fee, 
they check (or allow to be 
checked) 
those 
duplicated 
public records which were or­ 
iginally designed to be used 
at no cost at all! 
And their 
check 
usually 
protects only the institution 
who has lent you the money 
— not you, unless you pay an 
additional fee. 
Thus, the different attor­ 
neys who have accompanied 
you 
through 
this 
typical 
homebuying experience, have 
not been your attorneys at 
all. They have been acting in 
the best interests of their first 
client (the broker, the lender, 
the escrow company and the 
title company) and with your 
interests a far second. The 
only way to categorize this 
kind of behavior is by calling 
it what it is: a conflict of in­ 
terests. 
The American Bar Associa­ 
tion, quite properly is con­ 
cerned about such behavior. 
They realize that if some­ 
thing isn’t done about it, and 
quickly, Congress may pass 
some stringent legislation to 
rectify the matter. 
Any system that has grown 
so complicated and so costly 
is also impossible to reform 
piecemeal. 
Benny Kass offers, instead, 
one kind of massive and very 
realizable 
alternative: 
put 
real estate transactions under 
the same kind of “ statute of 
limitations” that other legal 
actions fall under. Kass sug­ 
gests that three years after a 
piece of property has been 
sold, no suit against the prop­ 
erty would be allowed to be 
filed. Thus, in one fell swoop, 
those lengthy, costly 50-year 
title searches would become 
unnecessary. 
There is another way for 
the average homebuyer to cut 
his costs: hire his own attor­ 
ney, a lawyer who would put 
th e 
homebuyer’s 
interests 
first — and everybody else’s 
last. Despite the fact that a 
few states require buyers to 
retain counsel, the majority 
of homebuyers are not repre­ 
sented by attorneys. 
The only problem with that, 
though, is that many lawyers 
don’t want to bother with that 
ki nd 
of 
petty 
business. 
There’s far more money to be 
made working for the interest 
of the real estate broker, the 
bank and the title company. 
B u t when 
enough 
con­ 
gressmen feel they’ve been 
taken in buying a home, they 
just might turn around and 
pass some sweeping legisla­ 
tion which would make it less 
complicated and less costly to 
buy your own home. 
(NEXT: Plea-Bargaining)

Chief Justice assails 


cost of real estate law 


One important area of the 
law 
that 
sooner 
or 
later 
touches the lives of almost 
every American is the pur­ 
chase of a home. One can 
hardly imagine an American 
who does not wish to own his 
own home. With our tradition 
of upward mobility, a family 
may repeat this process sev­ 
eral times. 
When I began to practice 
law, the newest associate in 
the firm was assigned the 
task of examining titles and 
closing real estate purchases, 
and he continued in that role 
until another new man came 
along. The cost at that time 
ranged from $15 to $30 for the 
purchase of the typical family 
home 
T h e r e 
is 
a 
growing 
practice of using title insur­ 
ance either as a substitute for 
— or in addition to — the 
lawyer’s title opinion. Today 
we know that in many states 
the incidental costs of acquir­ 
ing a new home, even in the 
$40,000 category, can run into 
a very large sum. We know 
that the operating costs of 
lawvers have skyrocketed in 
recent years, but the very 
cost of the procedure today 
dictates that we examine the 
whole business closely. 
The point I seek to make is 
that the basic system of real 
estate titles and transfers — 
and the related matters con­ 


cerning financing and pur­ 
chase of hemes — cries out 
for re-examination and sim­ 
plification. 
In a country that transfers 
not only expensive automo­ 
biles but multimillion dollar 
airplanes with k few relative­ 
ly simple papers 
covering 
liens and all, I believe that if 
American lawyers will put 
their ingenuity and inventive­ 
ness to work on this subject 
they will be able to devise 
simpler methods than we now 
have. 
I suggest that it is a very 
high priority in terms of the 
public obligation of our pro­ 
fession to press for a compre­ 
hensive re-examination of the 
entire process of land titles 
and transfers, title insurance, 
the financing of real estate 
transactions, closing 
proce­ 
dures and, of course, the 
costs of all these steps. 
They are unduly complex 
and therefore unduly expen­ 
sive today. 
1 urge you to help marshal 
the ingenuity of American 
lawyers to make these pro­ 
cesses as simple and inexpen­ 
sive as can be done. This will 
give meaning to the proud 
boast of our profession that 
we place public good ahead of 
private gain. 
(Chief Justice Burger deliv­ 
ered these remarks before a 
recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Lawr Institute.)

EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - 
Little Brady put some rum­ 
pled old clothes in one box 
and toys in another. It took 
him two tries. 
“Oh, Brady, you did it!” 
his teacher said excitedly. 
She quick ly check ed someth­ 
ing on a sheet on a clipboard 
in front of her, then gave him 
a big hug and a k iss. 
At another table, Malindi, 3, 
was shown two Raggedy Ann 
dolls and ask ed to point to the 
big one. She did and got the 
same k ind of rewards. 
Brady, Malindi and the oth­ 
ers, squirming in their seats 
waiting 
their 
turns, 
were 
being taught things that nor­ 
mal k ids their age pick up by 
themselves or with a little 
help. 
They are Down’s Syndrome 
(formerly k nown as mongol­ 
ism) children or are handi­ 
capped mentally, 
in 
some 
cases, physically for other 
reasons. 
Their school is part of the 
University of Oregon’s Center 
on 
H u m a n Development, 
which wants to help every 
Down’s child of pre-school 
age living in the Eugene area 
or close enough to be driven 
in every day. 
If a federal grant is ap­ 
proved, the center also will 
b e g i n t r e a t i n g newborn 
Down’s infants —four week s 
and older—by sending some­ 
one to the homes to work with 
the parents. 
“We are interested in the 
long 
run 
in 
finding 
very 
young children,” said Robe 
Schwartz, the center’s direc­ 
tor. “When a Down’s child is 
bom, we’d lik e to k now. We 
hope to have something to of­ 
fer the families.” 
“We feel we have evidence 
that k ids have made great 
progress at ages two, three 
and four,” added Nonda Stone 
of the center’s staff, “so if we 
can 
start earlier we 
can 
mak e much more progress.” 
That’s in the future, how- 
e ve r . 
Now, 
pre-schoolers 
come to the center to learn a 
lot of basics lik e colors, the 
concepts of up and down and 
large and small, how to brush 
teeth and wash hands, iden­ 
tifying common objects —the 
list goes on and on. 
Down’s Syndrome means a 
child has a genetic imbalance 
or was born with an extra set 
of genes or an extra chromo­ 
some. Researchers say one 
baby in 640 has Down’s Syn­ 
drome. 
The classroom program for 
pre-school age Down’s and 
other 
handicapped 
children 
has been going for about two 
years. Usually 18-20 k ids at­ 
tend each day. 
The staff includes certified 
teachers, university student 
aides and people trained in 
physical therapy and physical 
education. 
There’s 
support 
from the Eugene schools and 
the Lane Intermediate Educa­ 
tion District. 
“We feel we work very 
nicely with 
local 
schools,” 
Schwartz said. “This is not an 
ivory tower program,” 


The classrooms look lik e 
any nursery school 
—busy 
with toys, little furniture and 
bright colors everywhere. 
A sma ll slide illustra ted the 
concept o f up a nd do wn, a nd 
ba lls 
a nd 
blo cks 
beca me 
ro und a nd squa re. 
Coffee cans, paper bags and 
spoons were 
the o bjects o f a 
lesson in identification. There 
seemed to be pairs o f things, 
one large and one small, 
to 
illustrate size differences. 
Much of the furniture was 
specially designed; chairs ara 
low and tables look as if bite« 
were tak en out of them so the 
children could pull in closer. 
The teachers work with two 
or three k ids at a time and 
k eep records of each learning 
situation. 
Each classroom has a dar- 
k e n e^d 
observation 
room 
sealed off by a 
windo w but 
equipped for listening. Micr­ 
ophones 
in the 
cla ssro o ms 
over the children pick 
up 
what’s happening audibly. 
While wa tching her da ug h­ 
ter fro m o ne o f these ro o ms, 
Chris Helm ta lked enthusia sti­ 
ca lly a bo ut wha t Ma lindi wa s 
lea rning a nd a bo ut the ex pe­ 
rience o f ha v ing a Do wn’s 
child. 
“ We were liv ing in Co o s 
Ba y when Ma lindi wa s born,” 
she sa id. 
“ We ca me here 
when she wa s 15 mo nths old 
so my husba nd co uld g o 
to 
scho o l.” Mike Helm tea ches 
a t Spencer Butte Junio r Hig h 
School. 
“We were sort 
of dish­ 
eartened about what we were 
going to do with her,” Mrs. 
Helm said. “We didn’t k now 
anything about Down’s Syn­ 
drome, so it look ed lik e there 
was no future for Malindi. 
“Then I heard about this 
program, came one day for 
a 
look and got her in. That 
wa s 
a year ago last October. With­ 
in a month, well, it’s just 
b e e n tremendous! Malindi 
can recognize colors, count to 
five — these are just some of 
the things she has learned.” 
Mrs. Helm, who is 27 a nd a 
teacher herself, tried to ob­ 
serve as much as she can “to 
k now what they’re doing.” 
She added, “Sometimes she is 
doing things you don’t realize 
so you can demand a lot 
more of 
her if you k now she’s 
capable.” 
She said most people accept 
Malindi “as a pretty normal 
child because that’s what we 
accept her as. She’s retarded, 
yes, but when I say normal I 
just think of her as slower. 
“She’s 
capable 
of 
doing 
t hi n g s 
eventually. 
Well, 
maybe not everything but she 
can feed herself, dress herself 
and do many more things 
perfectly. 
“It’s no good to treat her as 
different. I think this is 
a 
thing that people have to real­ 
ize. Handicapped people have 
to be treated much more nor­ 
mally than they were treated 
in the past because the longer 
they are treated differently, 
the longer they’re going to 
act in a different way.” 


Researchers minimize 


use of fertilizers 


MANILA (UPI) - The In­ 
ternational Rice Research In­ 
stitute (IRRI), which with its 
“miracle rice” helped double 
rice crop yields in Asia and 
elsewhere in the 19 60s, now is 
growing rice with a minimum 
use of fertilizer. 
The idea is agriculturally 
revolutionary and economical­ 
ly important since fertilizer is 
one of the products 
most 
hard-hit by the oil crisis. 
The technology, developed 
by the 700-man staff of the in­ 
stitute in Los Banos, 40 miles 
south of Manila, has cush­ 
ioned the crippling blow of 
the oil crisis on the Asian far­ 
mer. IRRI’s experiment on 
fertilizer use, incidentally, be­ 
gan in 1968 —long before any 
hint of the coming oil short­ 
age. 
“We confine fertilizer to a 
very judicious use. to mak e 
sure farmers apply it only 
where and when necessary,” 
said Dr. Mano D. Pathak , 
IRRI chief entomologist since 
1962 and one of the world’s 
most eminent rice scientists. 
The institute’s experiment 
was pegged on finding out 
whether there was any sig­ 
nificant difference in yield 
from traditional rice varieties 
using fertilizer and from mod­ 
em 
varieties 
(which 
were 
bred to be responsive to fer­ 
tilizer) grown without any ap­ 
plication of the plant nutrient. 
Miracle strains test out 
IRRI chose the traditional 


variety Peta 8 and the “mi­ 
racle” strains IR8 and IR20. 
Each year since 19 68, resear­ 
chers planted all three strains 
in 
three experimental 
sta­ 
tions, with only Peta 8 getting 
fertilizer. Although IR8 and 
IR20 were not fertilized, they 
yielded an average of 3.8 and 
3.9 tons per hectare 
(2.47 
a c r e s ) 
respectively, 
as 
against Peta 8’s 3.2 tons. 
The latest break through is 
proving a boon to farmers in 
the rice growing nations of 
Asia, Africa and Latin Ameri­ 
ca, many of whom, IRRI offi­ 
cials say. In point of 
impa ct, 
IRRI’s fertilizer technology is 
just one of the many 
ra dica l 
farm innovations 
successfully 
developed by the institute. 
Established in 19 60 by the 
Rock efeller and Ford Founda­ 
tions in cooperation with the 
Philippine Government, 
IRRI 
gave toe world the first “mi­ 
racle rice” (IR8) in 19 66. To 
date, 25 IRRI rice selections 
have been named and re­ 
leased for commercial culti­ 
vation by various nations. 
Ex pa nds tra ining program 
IRRI no w receives 
cash 
grants from seven sources, 
including the two foundations, 
the United States, Japan, the 
Netherlands, toe United King­ 
dom and Canada. Australia in 
19 73 donated a $9 00,000 phy - 
totron, a huge 
ex perimenta l 
greenhouse that can simulate 
any climate desired for rices 
studies.

If 
y o ur teen-agers want to start 
their day with a meal o f co ld 
c h i c k e n o r muffins and 
cheese, let them. 
Or satisfy a child’s sweet

steamed rice with bro wn su­ 
gar 
and 
milk. 
A . grilled 
c h e e s e o r peanut butter 
sandwich is go o d, to o . Milk o r 
citrus juice is o ptio nal. 
Any o f these makes a better 
starter than instant breakfast 
mix , diet drink, to aster pas­ 
tries o r enriched sweet ro lls, 
Mrs. Simko said in an inter­ 
v iew.

do n’t really equate breakfast. 
So me mix es are high in fat o r 
v ery sweet.” 
They also can be bo ring. 
They lack the satisfactio n o f 
chewing. And they dev elo p 
bad fo o d habits by giv ing 
children the Idea that all fat 
and sweet fo o ds are go o d fo r 
them, Mrs. Simko said. 
“ But they generally are a 
better cho ice than no break­ 
fast, and they must be ev a­ 
luated in terms o f indiv idual 
needs and intake to r the 
who le day . 
“ Nutritio nal 
deficiencies 
do n’t arise fro m o ne meal 
missed, but fro m po o r fo o d 
habits co ntinued o v er a pe­ 
rio d o f time.” 
She said the ideal breakfast 
pro v ides o ne-fo urth to o ne- 
third o f a perso n’s daily nut­ 
rients — pro tein, fat, car­ 
bo hy drates,

minerals. 
If breakfast calo ries co me 
entirely fro m carbo hy drate 
fo o ds like Danish pastries 
co ffee cake, do ughnuts o r 
sweet ro lls, they ’re empty ca­ 
lo ries. 


turno v er, fo r instance, the 
freezer o perating co st adds 
up to abo ut 10 cents.

Gibson, who contends that 
smiling is a basic form of 
body language, said he knew 
Nixon 
would 
defeat 
Sen.

McGovern 
for 
the 
presidency 
because 
“Nixon 
has a big smile, and McGo­ 
vern has a rather bland one.” 
“Nixon’s 
smile 
showed 
strength,” Gibson said, but a 
“threatening cuspid, the poin­ 
ty tooth three off the center 
shouldn’t be quite as pointy 
as President Nixon’s, “indi­ 
cating to Gibson there was 
trouble ahead. 
“ A slightly rounded cuspid 
takes away the sharp look,” 
Gibsos said. “ It’s friendlier. 
Nixon has a big smile, but it 
isn’t necessarily 
a 
sincere 
one.” 
The 46 -year-old dentist who 
specializes in capping teeth 
.said he became interested in 
smiles years ago when he 
saw that his patients weren’t 
displaying his work to the 
best advantage.

While capping the teeth,

Many were pleased with the 
results of his advice, word 
spread and soon local politi­ 
cians started asking Gibson 
for suggestions on how to im­ 
prove their smiles. 
“You want your smile to 
f 
reflect the best in you,” he 
said.

Chry sler 
tu rned ou t some models in 
1971 and 1972 which req u ired 
an occasional tank of leaded 
gas to k eep the engine ru n­ 
ning properly . In addition, 
cars tend to dev elop their 
own octane appetites with 
prolonged u se. If there’s any 
dou bt, consu lt y ou r owner’s 
manu al and y ou r own ex pe­ 
rience. 
“Regu lar” 
gas 
contains 
lead, incidentally , thou gh not 
as mu ch as “premiu m.” The 
octane rating of most no-lead 
gasoline will be abou t 87 u n­ 
der the formu la now being 
u sed on those stick ers placed 
on the face of gas pu mps. 
That lev el of octane, in gener­ 
al. is not su fficient for pre-71 
model cars. 
There is also the matter of 
price to consider in no-lead 
gasoline. The EPA estimates 
it will cost abou t fiv e cents 
more than regu lar. The in­ 
du stry think s it will be more 
lik e two or three cents. 
If an oil company is not 
now tu rning ou t no-lead gas, 
gov ernment ru les allow it to 
charge u p to the price of pre­ 
miu m for the produ ct once it 
starts offering it. Some com­ 
panies already carry ing it, 
howev er, are not charging 
premiu m-eq u iv alent prices, so 
it is possible the pressu res of 
the mark etplace will k eep the 
price below that of premiu m. 
One final point: The au ­ 
tomobile indu stry has been 
worried that people will shy 
away from bu y ing *75 models 
becau se they may fear no­ 
lead gas will be hard to find, 
particu larly in ru ral areas.

Wash in g to n win d o w 
U.S.-Sweden relations seem to be improving

WASHINGTON

- 
Administration officials hope 
that relations between Sweden 
and the United States, se­ 
riou sly strained in the latter 
day s of the Vietnam war. are 
on the mend. 
The sharp pu blic criticism 
of U. S. policy in Vietnam by 
Sweden's 
ou tpsoken 
Prime 
Minister Olaf Palme was a 


constant irritant to officials 
here. 
Relations between the two 
cou ntries reached an all time 
low in the closing months of 
the war when Palme com­ 
pared President Nix on's po­ 
licies in Vietnam to those of 
Adolf Hitler in the World War 
II. 
Dr. Jerome Hall was re­ 
called from his post as U.S. 


Ambassador to Sweden and 
the United States asked Swe­ 
den to delay sending another 
ambassador here. 
Now that American inv olv e­ 
ment in Vietnam has ended, a 
thaw in 
relations 
between 
Washington and Stockholm is 
apparent. 
Officials here are su ddenly 
r e c a l l i n g that, after all, 
Palme attended Keny on Col­ 


lege in Gambier, Ohio, and 
tou red the length and breadth 
of the United States as a 
y ou ng man. 
Palme has frequ ently stated 
that he obtained many of his 
political ideas from his obser­ 
v ations of American life du r­ 
ing that tou r. 
Â recent ceremony in the 
White Hou se marked what ad­ 
ministration officials v iew as 


a tu rning point towards more 
positiv e relations with Swe­ 
den: President Nix on formal­ 
ly receiv ed the credentials of 
Swedish Ambassador Cou nt 
Wilhelm Wachtmeister. 
Neither the President nor 
the ambassador made any 
mention whatev er of the re­ 
cent strain . in relations be­ 
tween the two cou ntries. In­ 
stead, both stressed the prin­ 
ciples that the nations hav e in 
common. 
In his formal remarks, Ni­ 
x on 
said 
when 
the 
con­ 
tribu tions that American citi- 


zens of Swedish descent hav e 
made to this cou ntry are con­ 
sidered, “one realizes that the 
fou ndations u pon which to 
bu ild a lasting stru ctu re of 
friendship between ou r two 
cou ntries are broad and so­ 
lid.” 
“It will be most worthwhile 
for ou r two cou ntries to bu ild 
u pon those fou ndations,” Ni­ 
x on said. “By working togeth­ 
er in the y ears to come on 
ou r shared interests and con­ 
cerns, not only can we rev ita­ 
lize ou r bilateral ties, bu t we 


ca n mo v e a hea d to find so lu­ 
tio ns to pro blems tha t will 
help ma ke the wo rld a better 
pla ce in which to liv e.” 
In his rema rks, Wa chtmeis- 
ter noted 
tha t Sweden has 
had strong ties to the United 
States since its Rev o lutio na ry 
War. 
‘Swedish - American friend­ 
ship has a long history ,” he 
said. “I am glad to recall the 
fact that Sweden wa s present 
at the v ery beginning. Swed­ 
ish v olu nteers fou ght in the 
war of indepedence.”

Whether your vacation will 
be 100 miles away from home 
or 5,000, you still must do cer- 
• tain things before you leave. 
Use your imagination. What 
would happen if you were 
burglarized or if the house 
caught fire? Dees a neighbor 
have your key? Do the police 
know you are away? 
Have you stopped the deliv­ 
ery of your papers? News­ 
papers allowed to pile up are 
an invitation to burglars, as 
is uncollected mail. If your 
local paper is going to report 
your trip (and this is always 
news), suggest that they do it 
upon your return rather than 
before you go so that your ab­ 
sence is not advertised. 
When you leave the house, 
be sura that ail household 
appliances that heat up are 
disconnected. Put your va- 
lauable jewelry and important 
papers in your safe deposit, 
and 
don’t 
leave 
valuable 
knickknacks within view of 
windows. Don’t trust locked 
closets or drawers—these are 
an invitation to pilferage. It 
is better to leave your fur 
coat with your cleaner. 
If you make your house re­ 
ally difficult to break into, 
b u r g l a r s are discouraged. 
Discuss with a locksmith your 
present arrangement as to

and

guards. Make the house as se­ 
cure as possible—then go with 
peace of mind.

Don’t overlook the garage. 
Many burglars make a spe­ 
cialty of things like lawn mo­ 
wers and tractors in poorly 
guarded garages. 
Most prowlers are afraid of 
light. Consider an electronic 
eye thet turns a lamp or two 
on at dusk. It uses little ener- 
g y 
and 
is 
an 
excellent 
safeguard. Don’t leave notes 
saying when you’ll be back, 
although you can write so­ 
mething like this to put on 
the kitchen table: “ Joe, there 
is a steak in the freezer for 
you. We’ll be back soon, but 
you can fix it yourself.”

Some people leave the radio 
on all the time they are gone. 
This uses energy but also 
makes it seem that somebody 
is in the house, so you have 
to weigh the value of this 
ploy against its extravagance. 
Don’t draw your shades or 
shutter your windows w h i l e 
you are gone as this is a “no 
one home” announcement to 
anybody going by. 
If possible, have a neighbor

Nixon to press for end 
to arms race with Russ 


BRUSSELS (UPI) - President Ni­ 
xon told America’s European allies to­ 
day he will push for progress in stopp­ 
ing the nuclear arms race during the 
Moscow summit and at all times will 
Keep the NATO alliance’s interests in 
mind. 
“ We will never sacrifice the interests 
of our allies to achieve agreements,” 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler quoted Nixon as telling lea­ 
ders of 14 other members of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization during a 
two-hour closed meeting. 
Nixon said that during his week-long 
summit beginning Thursday with So­ 
viet leader, Leonid Breshnev he would 
seek a ban on underground nuclear 
weapons tests, but said there were 
many roadblocks in the way. U.S. offi­ 
cials have said a full, 
permanent 
agreement would not come during the 
Moscow talks. 
Ziegler said Nixon covered the whole 
range of U.S. relations with European 
allies and his summit during the closed 
session.

Lab's new antirabies serum 


provides painless treatment 


BERKELEY (UPI) - Cutter La­ 
boratories has developed a federally- 
approved serum which can provide 
painless treatment for rabies. 
Cutter officials said Tuesday that the 
serum would be available to the public 
in August but only in limited supply. 
The serum will eliminate the need 
for persons bitten by rabid animals to 
undergo the painful and dangerous 
“ Pasteur treatment,” which involves a 
series of inoculations with a serum ta­ 
ken from horses. Many persons suffer 
an adverse reaction from the horse se­ 
rum. 
Cutter’s serum comes from human 
blood, and there is no adverse reac­ 
tion, company officials said in a state­ 
ment. 
They explained that the blood comes 
from those who have rabies antibodies 
in their system. They said the reason 


the serum would be in short supply 
was because there were only a few of 
these persons. 
T h e 
antibodies 
develop 
in 
the 
bloodstreams of those who have reco­ 
vered from rabies itself. Others with 
the antibodies are (hose who have been 
vaccinated against rabies prior to ex­ 
posure. 
James Goodspeed, Cutter’s market­ 
ing manager for plasma fractions, said 
most of the sources for his company’s 
serum were veterinary medicine stu­ 
dents at the University of California at 
Davis. 
Those who have undergone the “ Pas­ 
teur treatment” can also be used as 
donors, Goodspeed said.

was 
called 
“ Hyperab” and has been approved for 
sale by the U.S. Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration.

car, forcing Hart to halt. At another 
point the truck, travelling at a high 
rate of speed near Mountain Avenue 
and Arrow Highway, went through a 
service station driveway, turned and 
went through a field

through a driveway in the drive-in res­ 
taurant 
and 
back 
onto 
Mountain 
Avenue. 
Wessely said that the officers in­ 
volved in the incident are now complet­ 
ing their reports and the case is still 
under investigation. Wessely said he 
believed that the officers “had to use 


extreme force in the incident because 
lives were endangered.” 
Doctors at the Upland hospital told 
police that they were immediately 
unable to operate to remove the bullet 
from Saddlemier’s head because it had 
lodged in a sensitive area of the skull. 
It was the second time in a year that 
Upland police have had to resort to 
gunfire to end a high-speed auto chase. 
In the previous shooting, a 17-year-old 
driver fleeing officers was slain, but a 
coroner’s jury agreed that the officers’ 
action was necessary. Morales also 
was involved in the earlier case.

Agents seize record pot haul-42 tons 


SAN DIEGO 
(UPI) - U.S. and 
Mexican officials have confiscated 42 
tons of marijuana —the biggest seizure 
in history —with the discovery of a 
basement piled with tons of the weed 
which was to be smuggled into the 
United States in asphalt trucks to foil 
potsnilfing government dogs. 
The seizure was announced by the 
D r u g 
Enforcement 
Administration 
Tuesday. 
The previous record was 28 tons, 
found in Culiacan, Mexico, in March, 
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1973, by Mexican investigators, said 
John Bartls Jr., 
the DEA 
admin­ 
istrator. 
The marijuana would 
have been 
worth $22.8 million in street sales in 
the United States, he said. 
Investigators had been working on 
the case since January and learned 
two weeks ago that a big marijuana 
shipment was to cross the border in 
supposedly empty asphalt trucks, he 
said. 
The crossings were planned for San 
Ysidro, Calif., which is just south of 
San Diego and across the border from 
Tijuana, Mexico. 
The trucks are owned by an Ameri­ 
can firm but leased to an operator in 
Mexicali, Mexico. They carried asphalt 
and tar from the United States into 
Mexico, and supposedly returned em­ 
pty. 
Dogs specially trained to detect the 
odor of marijuana routinely examine 
vehicles crossing the border at San 
Y s i d r o —the busiest international 
crossing in the world. 
But the strong odors of tar and as­ 
phalt masked the smell of marijuana 
from the dogs, the DEA said. 
Inspectors looking into the supposed­ 
ly empty tanks of two trucks Sunday 
morning found 5 tons of marijuana, 
end arrested two Mexican truck dri­ 
vers. They were identified as David 
Gonzales Valle, 32, of Tecate, and Ale­ 
jandro Lomas Reyes, 43, Mexicali. 
Officer^ said they led U.S. and Mexi­ 
can investigators to a warehouse on 


the outskirts of Mexicali. Beneath the 
floor was a secret hiding place with 37 
tons 
of 
marijuana, 
processed 
e d 
ready for shipment in 22-pound bri ks 
which were stacked six feet high in the 
cavern, authorities said.

Four in family found shot to death in their beds 


SAN LEANDRO, Calif. (UPI) - Ap­ 
parently without reason, four members 
of a well-regarded middle class San 
Leandro family were shot to death in 
their beds. 
“ It’s very bizarre,” Police Lt. Rob­ 
ert Wilson said Tuesday, remarking he 
had “never seen anything like this.” 
“They were one of the nicest famil­ 
ies around here,” said a neighbor, 
Joyce Figueira, 31. 
Police discovered the bodies because 
of a telephone call by a worried emplo­ 


yer who couldn’t understand why Ed­ 
ward Blaiser, 43, had not shown up for 
work. 
All the victims had been shot in the 
head with a small-caliber gun but the 
weapon could not be found, although 
detectives discovered a pair of plastic 
gloves with cartridges wrapped inside 
about 75 yards from the one story 
frame house. 
Blaiser was a civilian employe at the 
Alameda Naval Air Station and his 
wife, Patricia, 37, worked as a secret­ 


ary for the Pacific International Ex­ 
press Co. 


The other victims were their chil­ 
dren, Robert Blaiser, 15, and Deborah, 
13. 


Another son, Kenneth, 16, was work­ 
ing at a summer job in Modesto, neigh­ 
bors said. 
Although three Oakland policemen 
live next door to the Blaiser home, 
they reported they didn’t hear any 
shots. 


Before the bodies were found, five 
teen-age friends of the Blaiser children 
had called at the house but had not 
noticed anything unusual. 
One of those youths, Randy Kern, 14, 
went inside the house to borrow a raft, 
saw a telephone off the hook and re­ 
placed it without noting anything out of 
the ordinary. 
He said he had heard the telephone’s 
dial tone and replaced it on the hook 
because he “figured they didn’t want 
to be disturbed.”

Record California 
budget approved

SACRAMENTO 
(UPl) - After a 
night-long session, legislative budget 
negotiators early today approved a re­ 
cord $10.2 billion-plus spending prop­ 
osal for the coming fiscal year, the lar­ 
gest of any state in the nation.

SANTA MONICA, Calit. (UPl) - Ro­ 
nald L. Sims, 23, who shot a man in

Putting the bite on city dwellers 


CHICAGO (UPl) - A New York City 
public health specialist says dog bites 
are increasing at an alarming rate in 
metropolitan areas and urges people to 
think twice before buying a large, ag­ 
gressive dog as a pet.

Harris said the increase in dog at­

is a strong trend at present towards 
the ownership of large and aggressive 
dogs in cities and suburbs and that this 
is linked to the use of dogs as deter­ 
rents to crim e,” he said.

M e d ic a l students still 


a w a itin g scholarships 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) 
- 
Some 2.000 medical students 
are anxiously awaiting word 
from the government on whe­ 
ther 
scholarships 
will 
be 
available for them next fall. 
The truth is, a government 
official told UPI. the confused 
situation may not be resolved 
until after the students return 
to classes next fall. 
The money they are waiting 
for is considerable, averaging 
over $9,200 an academic year 
but sometimes topping $11,000 
a year for a student attending 
a high-tuition medical school. 
In return for this govern­ 
ment 
stipend, the 
students 
have to agree to work a min­ 
imum of two years in U.S. 
Public Health Service hospi­ 
tals, clinics, prisons, Indian 
reservations or other 
PHS 
shortage areas. 
With the vfaning of the mi­ 
litary draft, Congress enacted 
the scholarship program in 
1972 to provide new incentives 
for PHS to attract young do­ 
ctors. 
But because of delays in 
Congress in financing the pro- 


gram, 
and 
in 
the 
admin­ 
istration in implementing it, 
the first 100 scholarships were 
just awarded this month to 
cover retroactively the por­ 
tion of the school year com- 
pleted since Feb. 15. 
Now, said James Kissinger 
of the PHS personnel office, 
applications are piling up for 
next year’s awards. However, 
the legislation expires June 
30, new money is needed for 
the next school year, and the 
program’s future is tied up in 
health legislation now being 
considered by Congress. 
Kissinger said that “ most” 
of the 2,000 applications were 
from students who could qual­ 
ify for awards if money were 
available. 
Mrs. Louise Anderson, who 
fields telephone calls from an­ 
xious applicants, said at least 
four of the callers said their 
future medical careers de­ 
pend on getting the scholar­ 
ships. 
“A number of them (cal­ 
lers) are in tears,” she said. 
“A good many are extremely 
angry.

LONDON (UPI) — One of 
the world’s moci tragic in­ 
fectious diseases is scarcely 
known to the general public. 
The British Medical Journal 
says its name is even unfami­ 
liar to some doctors. 
Yet onchocerciasis — the 
dreaded "river blindness” of 
Africa —afflicts some 20 mil­ 
lion victims in that continent 
and in pails of South America 
and Yemen in 
the 
Middle 
Fast, 
It would be hard to exagge­ 
rate its effects. 
In some areas of Africa it 
causes blindness in at leasi 20 
per cent of the adult popula­ 
tion. It produces itching so 
severe it is often confused 
with scabies. It attacks the 
pigment ot the skin so sa­ 
vagely doctors have mistaken 
it for leprosy. 
Onchocerciasis 
is 
trans- 
m i 11ed 
b y 
bloodsucking 
blackflies which breed m ra­ 
pidly flowing rivers. The dis­ 
ease has led to the desertion 
of many fertile valley's, dam 
aged the 
economic 
devel 
opment ot many of the, al­ 
ready impoverished savanna 
regions of Africa. 
One of its worst manifesta­ 
tions —presbydarmia —gives 
its 
victims 
a 
prematurely 
aged appearance. Individuals 
and sometimes entire commu­ 
nities are ostracized by their 
neighbors as a result. 
Now a 20-year, $120 million 
program described is 
’the 


most detailed and isr-ieach- 
ing plan ever drawm up to 
control a disease” has been 
prepared by a team spon­ 
sored by the 
U.N. 
Devel­ 
opment Program, the U.N. 
Food and Agriculture Organ* 
i z a t i o n , the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and 
Development and the World 
Health Organization. 
The aim is the eradication 
of onchocerciasis from the en­ 
tire Volta River basin -700,- 
000 square kilometers (437,*00 
square mile«) of seven adjoin- 
1 n g 
countries; 
Dahomey, 
Ghana. Ivory Coast, Mali, Nt- s 
ger, Togo and Upper Volta. 
There are approximately 10 
million people in the area, ot 
whom about one milliion have 
the disease and at least 70,000 
are blind or have seriously 
impaired vision. 
The key to the operation is 
the reduction or elimination 
of blackfly by application oi 
chemical larvicides to the riv­ 
ers in the basin.

- Military 
experts assessing last year's 
Arab-Israeli war have begun 
to change their minds about 
the effectiveness of

bombers as well as tanks on 
future battlefields. Talk

Now the experts say the im­ 
portance given to Soviet sur­ 
face-to-air (SAM) and anti­ 
tank missiles probably was 
exaggerated by overwhelming 
Arab superiority, and by the 
desoeration tactics employed 
by the Israelis, in the first 
stages of the conflict.

NEW YORK (U PI) - Ale­ 
xander Solzhenitsyn says the 
Soviet Union and its allies are 
enjoying an unprecedented su­ 
periority’ over the West partly 
because President Nixon is 
“ in such a weak position. 
The exiled author also pre­ 
dicted in an interview that 
Communist rule will grow har­ 
sher in the Soviet Union, and 
he criticized Western new-- 
meen for what he called fail­ 
ure to report 
aggressively 
from the Communist nations. 
Solzhenitsyn 
was 
inter­ 
viewed by Walter Cronkite of 
the CBS network at his home 
in Switzerland. 
“ Never before has the su­ 
periority of the Soviet Union 
and the Warsaw Pact over 
the countries of NATO been 
so great as it is at the mo­ 
ment.” Solzhenitsyn said. 
“ ...never 
before 
has 
the 
President of the United States 
been in such a weak position 
as he is at the moment. He is 
now so weak that he does not 
have the strength to dictate to 
the Soviet Union.” 
Speaking as Nixon prepared 
for his third summit meeting 
w i t h 
the 
Russians, 
Sol­ 
zhenitsyn said that agree­ 
ments on West Berlin and 
nuclear arms restrictions are 
being 
violated, 
and 
“ your 
President does not have the ! 
sufficient strength to demand 
p r o p e r control 
ot 
these 
treaties ” 
He also claimed —“ accord­ 
ing to the latest estimates ot 
your experts” —the Commu­ 
nists hold superiority in nucl­ 
ear weapons and missiles. 
Solzhenitsvn drew a con­ 
trast between 
newsmen 
in 
Western Europe —“ they pur­ 
sued me everywhere” —and 
their 
counterparts 
in 
the 
Communist nations. 
“ What is strange is when 
this Western press gets to 
Moscow or to Eastern Eur­ 
ope, or even to China, for ex­ 
ample,’ Solzhenitsyn said. 
“ Here there’s nothing sabr­ 
ed for them. They go at pr< >i- 
d e n t s , military, ministries 
and so forth, but there, if 
some miserable Bulgarian po­ 
liceman tells them not to 
photograph a church,

stop. Or the Red Guards ... If 
they hang up some kind of 
leaflet and a correspondent

Overactive 
kids' drug 


curb urged 


C H I C A G O (UPI) - a 
psychologist urged physicians 
today to go slow in giving 
overactive children drugs to 
calm them because research 
s h o w s youngsters become 
apathetic, listless and fail to 
Improve scholastically. 
it has been estimated that 
at least four out of every 100 
grade school children are la­ 
beled hyperactive, but 
Dr. 
Herbert E. Rie said this is 
becoming a catch-all term re­ 
gardless of cause for any 
child who can’t be tolerated 
by teachers or parents be­ 
cause of his disruptive behav­ 
ior. 
“ It is then defined as a me­ 
dical problem and typically 
the first step taken is to try 
to c o n t r o l the behavior 
through medication,” Rie said 
at a news conference before 
speaking at an American Me- , 
dical Association panel on the 
subject. 
Rie, professor of psychology 
at Ohio State University, said 
the drugs commonly used are 
stimulants such as ampheta­ 
mines 
or 
methyiphenidate, 
which for some unknown rea­ 
son slow hyperactive children. 
“The assumption is there­ 
fore made that once kids are 
calm, or attentive, they are 
going to be able to perform 
school tasks better and they 
are going to achieve more 
and all sorts of good dungs 
are going to happen,” he 
said. “In our own research, 
we found there is absolutely 
no effect on actual scholastic 
achievement” 
In a report on obesity at 
Monday’s session of the AMA 
annual meeting, Stanford Uni­ 
versity psychiatrist Albert J. 
Stunkard outlined a four-point 
behavior 
modification 
pro­ 
gram ■which he said has pro­ 
duced a 50 per cent improve­ 
ment in helping overweight 
people lose unwanted pounds. 
Dr. Stunkard said the re­ 
volutionary psychological ap­ 
proach avoids crash and fad 
diets and does not restrict 
food intake or tell people 
what to eat. Instead, it is de­ 
signed to slowly make it mere 
difficult for people to overeat 
by making it obvious what 
they are doing wrong. 
One of the key aspects of 
the program ts to have the 
overweight keep a detailed 
diary of what they eat, when, 
where, and how they feel 
when they eat. Other aspects 
of the technique are removing 
eating temptations, 
slowing 
people when they eat and re­ 
warding them for following 
the regimen. 
Stunkard said the program 
usually takes off a pound a 
week for 10 or 20 weeks. Most 
important, he said, is that 
people don’t regain the lost 
pounds when therapy stops. 
Rie, in discussing hyperac­ 
tive children, said physicians 
should never prescribe stimu­ 
lants to treat these youngs­ 
ters until the child has been 
evaluated psychologically and 
scholastically. He said the 
doctor should refrain from 
g i v i n g drugs until other 
means 
of 
treatment 
have 
been tried. 
Rie said the original defini­ 
tion of hyperactivity means 
the problem is caused by 
brain or nervous system ab­ 
normalities. But he said chil­ 
dren often are labeled hype­ 
ractive when their problems 
are not medical but a result 
of environmental problems. 
“ If children are hyperactive 
for those reasons then all we 
really accomplish in utilizing 
the drugs is once again to ob­ 
scure those causes o! hype­ 
ractivity,” he said.

DEAR DR. LAMB - What 
is 
pernicious 
anemia 
and 
what can be done for it? I am 
72 and have been doctored for 
high cholesterol. Have been 
g e t t i n g B-12 shots each 
month. Do I have to continue 
these shots indefinitely? 1 did 
try pills, but they had no ef­ 
fect. Can anything else be 
done? I’m on a low-choleste­ 
rol diet. 
DEAR READER - 
You 
are talking about two differ­ 
ent problems. Your high cho­ 
lesterol level and pernicious 
anemia have nothing to do 
with each other. 
Pernicious anemia occurs 
because of a disorder of the 
stomach. 
That 
may 
sound 
strange to you, but your sto­ 
mach forms a substance cal­ 
led “intrinsic factor.” This 
substance flows with 
your 
food into the small intestine. 
It is used there to enable the 
B-12 in your diet to be ab­ 
sorbed into the blood stream. 
If you don’t form intrinsic 
factor in the stomach, then 
you won’t be able to absorb 
B-12. 
Along with the failure of the 
stomach to continue to form 
intrinsic factor, there may be 
a decrease or 
absence of 
normal stomach acid forma­ 
tion. Just why a person’s sto­ 
mach quits forming intrinsic 
factor isn’t known. It rarely 
occurs before age 35 and be­ 
comes more common thereaf­ 
ter. For some reason people 
with type A blood who are of 
northern European extraction 
are more likely to have the 
problem. 
The lack of B-12 affects all 
of the body cells. It is a very 
important vitamin. It’s main 
role is in the formation of 
DNA, the vital chemical in 
the nucleus of the cells essen­ 
tial to their ability to repr­ 
oduce. This is why it causes 
an anemia. Did you know that 
your body forms three-million 
new red blood cells every sec­ 
ond? This means you need a 
lot of B-12 to help form all 
those red blood cells. And, if 
you don’t have it you develop 
an anemia. 


The aneima is only part of 
the total picture.

One man would love to bend an ear to the untampered elec­ 
tronic ribbons for a unique reason. He wants to hear all of 
those deleted expletives. 
Dr. Reinhold Aman, professor of medieval German literature 
at the University of Wisconsin, is a conoisseur of curses, an 
expert on expletives, a specialist in swearing. He can damn in 
50 languages. 
(When I was a young man with folly on my lips, I learned 
how to say “I have no money” in 11 different languages. I 
needed Dr. Aman's multilingual expertise when I was arrested 
for taking pictures of Adolf Hitler in Vienna in 1938.

3 school groups accept 5 per cent 
raise; teachers reject same offer 


POMONA — Three employe groups 
in the Pomona school district Tuesday 
accepted an offer of a five per cent 
pay hike effective July 1, with the sti­ 
pulation that an additional 3 per cent 
hike will be granted if and when addi­ 
tional state monies become available. 
A sim ilar offer was rejecetd by the 
Certificated Employes Council (CEC) 
of the Associated Pomona Teachers 
(APT). 
CEC and the school board agreed to 
go to mediation. Schools Supt. Robert 
E. Wentz said at school board meeting 
that the California Conciliation Service 
had been contacted and that mediator 
Tom McCarthy would be Dresent at the 
next session with CEC. That meeting 
will be held at 1:30 p.m. Thursday. 
Employe groups accepting the 5 per 
cent offer were the Pomona Admin­ 
istrators Association, Chapter 14 of the 


California School Employes Association 
and Local 1080 AFL-CIO. 
The school board granted Wentz the 
same five per cent increase, effective 
July 1, to his $33,550 salary. His con­ 
tract, extended four years last year, 
was not extended this year. 
The school board accepted the 1974- 
75 tentative budget which totals $24.8 
million and reflects a 77.18 cent drop 
in the general purpose tax rate per 
$100 assessed valuation. 
However, there are increases in the 
permissive tax rate, including a 10 
cent increase in the earthquake safety 
building funds, which bring the cut in 
the total tax rate to 66 cents per $100 
of assessed valuation. 
The tentative budget shows a drop in 
the total tax rate from $5.48 to $4.82 
per $100 assessed valuation. It contains 
approximately $918 per pupil on pro-

But in addition the Police OtLeers 
Association signed a two-year agree­ 
ment which includes an across-the- 
board increase in 1975-76 equal to a 
cost-of-living increase, with no limit, 
tor the period of Feb. 28, 1974 to Feb. 
28, 1975, plus another l»/2 per cent. 
Communications officers and police 
officers this next year will receive the 
eight per cent hike and an additional 
one per cent increase next March 1, 
1975. 
Detectives will get nine per cent, and 
the one per cent hike next March, 
Officers also will receive an increase 
of $5.94 a month in dependency health 
insurance coverage, and an increase of 
$3 a month lor clothing allowance. 


Through their union, the firemen re­ 
ceived an eight per cent increase, with 
an additional two per cent hike March 
i, 1975, an increase in dependency 
health insurance coverage, and an in­ 
crease of $5 a month for clothing allo­ 
wance, effective July 1. 
The major medical insurance cove­ 
rage offered under the city’s group 
health insurance plan will be increased 
from $30,000 to $250,000, with the cost 
ot the increased coverage carried by 
the city. 
The city also will provide $3,000 addi­ 
tional life insurance coverage for de­ 
partment heads and management and

The real danger 
of impeachment 


As the impeachment process grinds on. there is a 
considerable division in the public's reaction to the 
efforts to oust President Nixon. 
California’s recent primary has been considered a 
new high water mark in voter reaction against Wa­ 
tergate and against polities as a whole. The success, 
for instance, of Proposition 9 has been labelled an 
overwhelming demand by California volet's for poli­ 
tical reform. 
That 
label can be disputed, because no 
real, 
coordinated campaign was mounted to enlighten 
th<* voters about the excesses and dangers inherent 
in the initiative. The title “ Political Reform Act' 
was allowed to stand as a beacon to those who felt 
“ something should be done.' 
The real question is: how deeply do the people of 
the nation really feed about impeachment, and do 
then understand its momentous implications? 
New York Times writer William Safire made a 
very interesting point recently. He cited the fact 
that of the 11 Presidents who left office during this 
century, “ 10 left either feet first or with their repu­ 
tation ruined.” Consider the list: 
McKinley—assassinated. 
Theodore Roosevelt — turned office over to W il­ 
liam Howard Taft, then ran unsuccessfully against 
him. 
Wilson— collapsed and could not govern. 
Harding—died in office. 
Coolidge—chose not to run again. 
Hoover—defeated by 
a 
reputation-ruining '•am- 
paign. 
Franklin Roosevelt— died. 
Truman—chose not to run again 
Kennedy— assassinated. 
.Johnson—“ like 
Truman, 
knew 
he 
had 
had 
enough.” 
Only 
Dwight 
Eisenhower 
completed 
his con­ 
stitutionally allowed terms with reputation intact. 
As Safire puts it. “ most American Presidents 
close out their careers in three ways: by dying or 
being murdered: by being defeated; or by abdicat­ 
ing— refusing to run again because they knew they 
would lose. 
"To these three means of ending political serv­ 
ice,” he continues, “ we are now in danger of adding 
a fourth and fifth: lmpeachne nt and its inevitable 
«•ompanion. forced resignation. 
Satire’s concern is shared by many: u hat would 
the impeachment or forced resignation of Richard 
Nixon “ for anything other than an indisputably 
•high' crime like treason” do to the Presidency? 
If such a precedent had been established, he pon­ 
ders, would a move have been made against Hoover. 
Truman. Johnson? It would have failed, Safire rea­ 
son*. but it would hav e i>een a strong way to 
hamstring a Presideni. It would force a President 
whose popularity is waning to campaign more than 
govern. 
Is th 
introduction into our political affair’s of “ a 
new and weakening element” worth it under today’s 
given situation? 
Many people, of course, say yes. But acconiing to 
Satire, many others “ who are neither sophists nor 
blind loyalist- believe tile presumed danger of not 
impeaching Richard Nixon is outweighed by the real 
danger of laying the knife of impeachment on the 
stage of very future presidential drama.” 
It i?- something to think about. 


Thumbs down, 
not out 


Hitchhiking is a year-round phenomenon in Cali- 
tornia, but with the influx of summer tourists it is 
bound to grow. And the California State Automobile 
Association is concerned. 
CSAA Vice President and General Manager Alfred 
V. Frederica suggests “ thumb- down on thumbs 
out.” Hitchhiking, he says, is too great a gamble, 
especially for females. And it’s no sinecure for dri­ 
vers. 
According to a recent California Highway Patrol 
study, “ female hitchhikers are eight times more 
likely to Im* victim s of crime than male, even though 
only one hitchhiker in ten is a female. 
During the CH P’s six month survey more than 
two thousands hitchhikers were estimated to have 
been victims of crime, half of them females. Most 
women were victims of sex offenses; the typical 
male was assaulted or robbed. 
But the danger exists on both side. According to 
Frederi« o more than 800 motorists were assaulted 
or robbed by those they picked up. 
Accidents, too. arc th* fate of many ride-thumbers 
and their benefactors. So, for safety’s sake — both 
personal and traffic — ( SAA urges a double nega* 
five: don't hitchhike, don’t pick up hitchhiker ,

New CIA Watergate link 


WASHINGTON — t IA front man 
Robert Bennett, son ot veteran Sen 
Wallace Bennett. R-Utah. has conceded 
that he kr.ew a WTtite House burglary- 
bunging team was on the prowl in ad­ 
vance of the celebrated 
Watergate 
break-in. 
A secret memorandum, written by 
his CIA case officer, states that the 
senator’s son withheld vital informa­ 
tion from the authorities. 
In an interview with my associate 
Les Whitten. Bennett acknowledged he 
knew at least three days before the 
Watergate burglary that White House 
aide E. Howard Hum and his second- 
story crew had plotted to break ¡mo 
the camp -ign headquarters of Sen 
George McGovern. D-S.D., and rug the 
place 
Instead of «porting the corsp:rac> 
to the police. Bennett kept his mouth 
shut. He also confided to his CIA con­ 
tact that he had held back informa-.or 
from the original W'atergate break- r 
Had Bennett informed the police of 
the plot to bust into McGovern head­ 
quarters, as the law requires, the sub­ 
sequent W'atergate caper would have 
, been aborted and the course of history 
might have been changed. 
This episode is another link in the 
mysterious CIA involvement in Water­ 
gate. We uncovered the first piece of 
the puzzle as early as April 7, 1973. 
when we reported that the CIA had 
‘ ordered its agents not to talk to the 
FB I about the explosive Watergate 
case " Thereafter, we published sever­ 
al reports about the CIA and Water­ 
gate. but the full story still hasn’t been 
told. 
The CIA used Bennett's public rela­ 
tions firm. Mullen and Company, as a 
spy front. On its payroll was none oth­ 
er than Howard Hunt, the Watergate 
conspirator, who came to the firm 
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from the CIA and later moved over to 
the White House. 
Bennett’s nephew referred a Brig­ 
ham Young University student, named 
Thomas Gregory', to Hunt who recrui­ 
ted the young man as a political spy. 
Gregory infiltrated into the campaigns 
of the President’s two chief Democrat­ 
ic rivals—first, Sen. Edmund Muskie’s 
staff, then Sen. George McGovern’s 
staff. 
But Gresory. a conscientious Mor­ 
mon, became uneasy about his un­ 
dercover work. He spoke to his bishop 
about it, who was concerned about the 
ethics of the job. 
Then Gregory went back to Bennett 
and explained his misgivings. As Ben­ 
nett related it. Gregory had been told 
by Hunt to work late one night at 
McGovern headquarters and leave a 
door open sc the White House burglars 
could sneak in. 
Gregory informed Bennett that Hunt 
was "reporting to someone higher up.” 
Hunt's White House connections im­ 
pressed young Gregory. Bennett said 
he also felt Hunt would do nothing il- 
Ie2al because “ he had a full-time law­ 
yer advising him.” The lawyer, it turn­ 
ed out, was Hunt’s co-conspirator, G. 
Gordon Liddy. 
Bennett said he advised Gregory “ to 
get out.” The troubled student gave 
Bennett a letter ot resignation to deliv­ 
er to Hunt. Two davs later, the Hunt- 
Liddy team broke into the Watergate. 
Bennett was called in for questioning 
six times by the original Watergate 
prosecutors. He held back Gregory’s 
vital information out of loyalty to the 
couth, Bennett claims. 
But the prosecutors traced Bennett’s 
long-distance telephone toll calls to 
Gregory. When Bennett learned this, 
he called the prosecutors and said: 
“ Look, you’ve found Tommy. I’ll teli 


vou about Tommy. ' 
This helped the prosecutors to break 
the Watergate case. 
PENTAGON PUPPET: Once again, 
w’e have caught Rep. F. Edward He­ 
bert, D-La., placing Charlie McCarthy 
to the Pentagon’s Edgar Bergen. Per­ 
ched upon the Defense Department’s 
knee, he opens his mouth and the mi­ 
litary' speaks. 
A month ago, we reported that He­ 
bert, the imperious chairman of the 
House Armed Service Committee, had 
presented to the House a report on mi­ 
litary aid to Saigon which was copied, 
virtually word for word, from Penta­ 
gon testimony. 
Now. the crusty, old congressional 
“ watchdog" has done it again. In­ 
cluded in his committee report on the 
P e n t a g o n ’ s supplemental budget 
request is a section on the Navy’s 
proposal tor a permanent base on the 
Indian Ocean island of Diego Garcia. 
It is practically a carbon copy of tes­ 
timony offered by Adm. Elmo Zum- 
wralt, the Navy chief, before a House 
F o r e i g n Affairs subcommittee on 
March 20. 
A p p a r e n t l y , Hebert’s only dis­ 
agreement with the Pentagon is over 
grammar.

Combat zone on 
the turnpikes 


WASHINGTON — A driver traveling 55 m.p.h. on the New 
Jersey Turnpike recently was forced into higher speeds by the 
sight of a tractor-trailer truck rushing into his rearview mir­ 
ror. The driver gunned to 60, then 65 and 70—but still the 
truck closed ground. 
Finally, unnerved, the motorist hit his brakes and the truck 
wrenched past with an Armageddon roar while its driver, 
clearly visible in his lofty warroom, grinned, drank soda pop 
and waved a contemptuous middle finger from his window. 
America’s highways, never showplaces for reason or broth­ 
erhood. are today deteriorating even further toward total 
anarchy. The reduction of the legal speed limit to 55, while 
seldom observed by anyone, has created new and potentially 
tragic frictions between the highway’s natural enemies: the 
cars and the trucks. 
Terrible games of tag and bully are taking place at speeds 
enough to slaughter the participants—and anybody else hapless 
enough to be in the way. 
The situation, says Ken Pierson of the Bureau of Motor 
Carrier Safety, here is nothing short of vehicular “ tyranny.” 
He says the bureau, an arm of the Department of Trans­ 
portation, is "receiving more and more complaints concerning 
the disposition of some truck and bus drivers to operate at 
excessive speed, to tailgate automobiles and other commercial 
vehicles, as if the highways were their private domain and 
automobiles were interlopers on a private preserve.” 
Pierson is not the only one receiving motorist flak. A New 
Jersey Turnpike tolltaker says protests at his booth go on all 
day. every day: “ I remember this one guy, he said he got so 
mad at a truck he tried to ram it. Can you imagine? The guy 
had a little Volks and he was trying to smash an 18-wheeler. 
But you can’t blame him: what I see on this turnpike is al­ 
most like combat.” 
As yet, casualty figures concerning the blacktop war are 
unavailable. At least one federal agency—the National High­ 
way Safety Council—is supposed to be studying the safety im­ 
pact of the 55 limit, but authorities there admit to inaction. 
Withal, there is no doubt as to the casualty potential. 
The American Automobile Association says that games be­ 
tween cars and trucks are as onesided as lynchings; it reports 
that while tractor-trailer trucks cromprise only 3.7 per cent of 
the road miles driven in the nation, they account for 6.6 per 
cent of the fatal accidents. So big are the rigs (the legal 
weight limit in interstate highways is now 73,280 pounds) that 
their “ frequency of involvement in fatal accidents is 86 5 per 
cent greater than the car.” 
This is not to say, of course, that trucks are inhere* road 
menaces. The American Trucking Association argues correctly 
that truckers overall are comparatively safe drivers and that 
combination trucks in general account for only 2.3 per cent of 
all highway accidents. 
Nonetheless, there is growing unease even in the trucking in­ 
dustry that more and more drivers are becoming arrogant, 
careless and unlawful. 
Sen. Harold Hughes (D-lowa), himself an extrucker, esti­ 
mates that 90 per cent of big rig drivers use pep pills: the 
DOT reports an increase in headphone stereo set use by you­ 
nger drivers, “ a safety hazard of incredible proportions"; and 
such is the temptation to overload trucks that the Pennsyl­ 
vania Highway Patrol remembers nabbing one dolt driver with 
200,000 pounds. 
Given the more aggressive and insensitive ¿river, then, road 
tyranny is an unsurprising result. ("W e got to make time,” 
says one owner-operator, " I can’t feed my kids on 55 mph.” ) 
The question is how to stop it? Local police around the nation 
insist that increased enforcement is not the answer. New' Je r­ 
sey Turnpike cops gave 1,000 more truck summonses in this 
January-May over last, but "that didn’t hardly faze them.” 
Even now the leamsters Union is attempting to force com­ 
panies to pay for such driver indiscretions. 
So there may be no answer here save an unforeseen enligh­ 
tenment of the violating truck drivers. And until and if such 
religion occurs, safety officials warn motorists to cool it. Tru­ 
cker tyranny can’t be remedied by the motorist revenge. Stay 
in your lane, at your speed, and let the big apes do the maneu­ 
vering. What the truck-car situations do not need are TWO 
damn fools.

price fixing and a host of leg­ 
al maneuvers designed to line 
their pockets and empty those 
of the poor guy who had just 
emptied his bank account in 
order to buy a home. 
How does it happen? Well, 
lot's say you’re involved in a 
simple real estate transaction 
— the selling or buying of a 
home. 
If you’re the seller, the real 
estate 
broker 
will 
impress 
\ou with the fact that the 
both of want to get the high­ 
est 
possible 
price 
for 
the 
house. But when he asks you 
to sign a 
“standard” 
con­ 
tract, the broker may neglect 
mentioning some of the small 
print covering (or not cover­ 
ing) such “ petty” details as 
who can negotiate the selling 
price, multiple listings, fix- 
t u r e s , zoning restrictions, 
method of payment, default, 
title and when the broker col­ 
lects his fee. 
If you are the buyer, the 
real estate broker may urge 
\ou to sign a “ standard” con­ 
tract (prepared, of course, by 
the 
broker’s 
lawyer). 
One 
tact the broker may not men­ 
tion is that the contract will 
protect his interest — 
not 
vour’s. The contract may not 
detail such “ Petty” items as 
financing, 
title, 
insurance, 
surveys, taxes, rime of occu­ 
pancy. etc. 
If you’re buying a house 
ard think that the attorney 
!or the institution lending you 
the money will check every­ 
thing out — check again. If 
t h e m o r t g a g e institution

they check (or allow to be 
checked) 
those 
duplicated 
public records which were or­ 
iginally designed to be used 
at no cost at all! 
And 
their 
check 
usually 
protects only the institution 
who has lent you the money 
— not you, unless you pay an 
additional fee. 
Thus, 
the different 
attor­ 
neys who have accompanied 
y o u 
through 
this 
typical 
homebuying experience, have 
not been your attorneys at 
all. They have been acting in 
the best interests of their first 
client (the broker, the lender, 
the escrow company and the 
title company) and with your 
interests a far second. The 
only way to categorize this 
kind of behavior is by calling 
it what it is: a conflict of in­ 
terests. 
The American Bar Associa­ 
tion, quite properly is con­ 
cerned about such behavior. 
They 
realize that 
if some­ 
thing isn’t done about it, and 
quickly, Congress may pass 
some stringent legislation to 
rectify the matter. 
Any system that has grown 
so complicated and so costly 
is also impossible to reform 
piecemeal. 
Benny Kass offers, instead, 
one kind of massive and very 
realizable 
alternative: 
put 
real estate transactions under 
the same kind of “statute of 
limitations” that other legal 
actions fall under. Kass sug­ 
gests that three years after a 
piece of property has been 
sold, no suit against the prop­ 
erty would be allowed to be 
filed. Thus, in one fell swoop, 
those lengthy, costly 50-year 
title searches would become 
unnecessary. 
There is another way for 
the average homebuyer to cut 
his costs: hire his own attor­ 
ney, a lawyer who would put 
i h e 
hotnebuyer’s 
interests 
first — ard everybody else’s 
last. Despite the fact that a 
few states require buyers to 
retain counsel, the majority 
of homebuyers are not repre­ 
sented by attorneys. 
The only problem with that, 
though, is that many lawyers 
don’t want to bother with that 
k i n d 
o f 
petty 
business. 
There’s far more money to be 
m ade working for the interest 
of the real estate broker, the 
bank and the title company. 
B u t 
when 
enough 
con­ 
gressmen feel they’ve been 
taken in buying a home, they 
just might turn around and 
pass some sweeping legisla­ 
tion which would m ake it less 
complicated and less costly to 
buy your own home. 
(NEXT: Plea-Bargaining)

transaction.”

Chief Justice assails 


cost of real estate law 


One important area of the 
law 
that 
sooner 
or 
later 
touches the lives of almost 
every American is the pur­ 
chase of a home. One can 
hardly imagine an American 
who does not wish to own his 
own nome. With our tradition 
of upward mobility, a family 
may repeat this process sev­ 
eral times. 
When I began to practice 
law, the newest associate in 
the iirm was assigned the 
task of examining titles and 
closing real estate purchases, 
and he continued in that role 
until another new man came 
along. The cost at that time 
ranged from $15 to $30 for the 
purchase of the typical family 
heme 
T h e r e 
i s 
a 
growing 
practice of using title insur­ 
ance either as a substitute for 
— or in addition to — the 
lawyer’s title opinion. Today 
we know that in many state> 
the incidental costs of acquir­ 
ing a new home, even in the 
$40,(WO category, can run into 
a very large sum. We know 
that the operating costs of 
lawvers have skyrocketed in 
recent year-:, but the very 
cost of the procedure today 
dictates that we examine the 
whole business closely. 
The point 1 seek to make is 
that the basic system of real 
estate titles and transfers — 
and the related m atters con­ 


cerning 
financing 
and 
pur­ 
chase of hemes — cries out 
for re-examination and sim­ 
plification. 
In a country that transfers 
not only expensive automo­ 
biles but multimillion dollar 
airplanes with it few relative­ 
ly 
simple 
papers 
covering 
liens and all, I believe that if 
American 
lawyers 
will 
put 
their ingenuity and inventive­ 
ness to work on this subject 
they will be able to devise 
simpler methods than we now 
have. 
I suggest that it is a very 
high priority in term s of the 
public obligation of our pro­ 
fession to press for a compre­ 
hensive re-examination of the 
entire process of land titles 
and transfers, title insurance, 
the financing of real estate 
transactions, 
closing 
proce­ 
dures 
and. 
of 
course, 
the 
costs of all these steps. 
They are unduly complex 
and therefore unduly expen­ 
sive today. 
1 urge you to help marshal 
the ingenuity 
of 
American 
lawyers to make these pio- 
cesses as simple and inexpen­ 
sive as can be done. This will ; 
give meaning to the proud 
boast of our profession that 
we place public good ahead of 
private gain. 
(Chief Justice Burger deliv­ 
ered these rem arks before a 
recent meeting of the Ameri­ 
can Law Institute.)

Van Schoych, now with New West­ 
m inister, in British Columbia, Canada 
in the Northwest League, was second 
in runs batted in (69) and 12th in hits

Dominguez was fourth in hits with 
73.

Doctors take 1st close look 
at eye problems of elderly 
5 surviving Stanek tots spoiled 


BOSTON (UPI) - A team 
of doctors is examining 2,500 
people in nearby 
Framing* 
ham, Mass., in the first m a­ 
jor search for factors leading 
to four of the most common 
causes of impaired eyesight 
among the elderly. 
The unique research project 
is 
taking 
advantage 
of 
a 
treasure of medical data re­ 
corded on 5,000 Framingham 
residents during the past 5 
years in a classic study that 
helped pinpoint some of the 
contributing factors of heart 
disease. 
The four year 
study, 
fi­ 
nanced by the National Eye 
Institute, is seeking any rela­ 
tionships between 
the 
vast 
medical m easurem ents made 
in heart research and eye dis­ 
orders that have developed 
among people examined 
in 
the heart study. 
Cholesterol 
“ For example, we can try 
and see whether high cho­ 
lesterol in the blood has any­ 
thing to do with senile macu­ 
lar degeneration.” said Dr. 
Mohandas M. Kini, a Boston 
University 
Medical 
Center 
ophthalmologist directing the 
project. M acular d eg en era­ 
tion is the deterioration of the 
part of the retina that con­ 
trols sharp vision. It is a m a­ 
jor uncurable 
problem 
for 
those over 65. 
The other eye diseases un­ 
der investigation are senile 
cataracts, which 
Kini 
said 
probably are the m ajor cause 
of visual difficulty, glaucoma 
and diabetic retinopaathy, a 
disorder of the blood vessels 
in the retina which occurs as 
a complication of diabetes. 
First research 
Kini said there have been 
no 
sim ilar 
large-scale 
eye 
research projects, primarily 
because there have been no 
selected 
populations 
which 
have been carefully followed 
for such a long tim e. 
“This is the beginning of 
the beginning,” he said in an 
interview. 
“ Even 
negative 
evidence would be of value.” 
That would narrow the search 
for the causes of these eye 
disorders. 
Of the 5,000 original heart 
study participants, about 4,000 
are still alive. Kini estimated 
2,500 to 3,000 will take part in 
the eye study. Each is being 
examined without charge at a 
special eye clinic in Framing­ 
ham.

—the ages when meat of the 
eye problems would be ex­ 
pected to develop.

An expert in ergonomics — 
the study of work capacity of 
muscles — said here that 
women are physically less ca­ 
pable thar men

Steven Snook, project direc­ 
tor in ergonomics for Liberty 
Mutual Insurance Co., Hop- 
kinton, Mass., said studies of 
maximum weights and work- | 
loads acceptable to factory 
workers showed “statistically 
significant 
differences 
be­ 
tween men and women 
in 
their ability to perform ma­ 
nual handling tasks.” 
However, he said, in “wal­ 
king and seven-foot sustained 
pulling tasks” women factory 
workers equalled their male 
counterparts. 
“Caution is advised to in­ 
sure that these results are ro t 
used for discriminatory pur­ 
poses,” he added. 
The tests, which compared 
15 male and female workers 
to 16 housewives were de­

HONOLULU 
(UPI) - A 
voluntary 
one-man 
rescue 
operation credited with saving 
hundreds of lives has been 
rescued from financial dis­ 
aster by a grateful state. 
For decades Edwin “Bud­ 
dy” Adolphson has been a fa­ 
miliar figure whenever there 
was disaster to the remote, 
mountainous terram or giant 
surf of the island of Oahu’s 
north shore. 
The 57-year-old Adolphson, 
bearing hope and comfort in 
his old Jeep, has become an 
island legend in his own time. 
In the 30 years that Adolph­ 
son has beer patrolling the 
north shore first as a police­ 
man and now as a volunteer, 
he has saved hundreds of sur­ 
fers and swimmers, rescued i 
countless stranded hikers and 
snuffed out dozens of fires. 
Risking his life has become 
a way of life for Adolphson, 
who started rescuing when he 
was a teenager on a sur­ 
fboard and saw his friends in 
trouble. 
S w i m m i n g out among 
sharks and huge surf to res­ 
cue a bather, keeping the vic­ 
tim afloat until a helicopter 
arrives, hanging on to sharp 
ledges in search of a missing 


hiker and singeing his cloth­ 
ing i 
a fire are all part of a 
day’s work for Adolphson. 
“I have been so close to 
death so many times,” he 
sand. "But when I raised my 
hand to take the policeman’s 
oath back in 1939, I meant 
what I said. 
“I promised to protect life 
and property, but no one ever 
told me where to draw the 
line.” 
So Adolphson, armed with a 
uniform, gun and radio in 
Oahu’s rural north shore com­ 
munities, started spending his 
own money for rescue equip­ 
ment to become a search and

GREELEY, Colo. (UPI) - 
Richard A. Slater could open 
a pawn shop with the litter he 
finds while swimming. 
T h e 
oceanographer has 
spotted two airplanes, trucks, 
c rs and even a kitchen sink. 
“I found the kitchen sink 
about 400 feet off San Diego,’ 
he said. “It was just a regu­ 
lar old kitchen sink out of so- 
mebody’s house with a faucet 
ar.d water taps.” 
Slater is an assistant pro­ 
fessor of oceanography at the 
University of Northern Colo­ 
rado in Greeley, located more 
than a thousand miles from 
either the Atlantic or Pacific 
oceans. 
But he has made more than 
3 5 0 
dives 
in 
submersible 
crafts and has dived a thou­ 
sand times with scuba gear. 
T h e r e ’ s a tremendous 
amount of stuff on the bottom 
of 
the 
ocean,” 
he 
said. 
“Whenever I dive beneath the 
areas worked by Japanese 
fishing boats*, I always find a 
lot of rubber shower shoes. 
“And beer cans are clas­ 
sics. Anywhere you have fish­ 
ermen, you are going to have 
beer cans. There are beer 
cans as deep as a thousand 
feet in every body of water 
I’ve dived. And I’ve found 
them (in lakes) 13,000 feet 
high in the Colorado Rock­ 
ies.” 
Slater said he found the two 
airplanes off the California 
coast. He said one appeared 
to be a Japanese Zero of 
World War II vintage but the 
wreckage was in such bad 
shape that confirmation was 
impossible. 
The second plane was “one 
of those World War II Navy 
Hellcat fighter planes in per­ 
fect condition. It had been dit­ 
ched by its pilot and they 
brought it up. The machine 
gun was taken out and still 
worked.” 
He plans to sign on this 
summer for a federally spon­ 
sored search off the coast of 
New England for deep water 
lobster. Slater said shallow 
water lobster enjoyed in res­ 
taurants were nearly fished 
out to the area. 
Slater said litter 
in 
the 
ocean is not especially har­ 
mful to sea animals and often 
serves as habitates for fish. 
“I found a truck once in 
deep water with all its tires 
on that was inhabitated by 
thousands of crabs, 
he said, 
“An octopus likes rubber tires 
for seme reason. They hide 
inside the tires."

suscitator, 
and coffee ma­ 
ker,” Adolphson said. 
“I’m equipped to monitor 
police, fire department, Coast 
Guard and citizens band radio 
networks. I also carry a stret­ 
cher and a motorized surf 
board.” 
Adolphson went deeply into 
debt to buy equipment and 
keep it in repair. The high 
cost of saving lives was way- 
ahead of his policeman’s re­ 
tirement 
salary. 
Adolphson 
borrowed against his house 
and his car. But the one-man, 
v o l u n t e e r , 
doit-yourself 


s e a r c h-and-rescue mission 
was grounded. 
For a month the Jeep that 
had become such a welcome 
sight to islanders in distress 
sat in a garage with the body 
coming apart and the doors 
falling off. 
Word of Adolphson’s plight 
spread from the local citizen­ 
ry of the north shore who 
worried about lettirg their 
children surf when Adolphson 
wasn’t around all the way to 
the halls of the state legisla­ 
ture. 
When 
lawmakers 
learned 
how Adolphson had gone into 
debt and never asked a penny 


in return, they chipped in aTd 
came up with $520. Then do­ 
nations 
started

in 
from grateful citizens, many 
of

Adolphson. 
“Oahu wake up,” wrote one 
man along with his check. 
“The

DEAR DR. MILLER: Snow­ 
ball, my Samoyed, has been 
on a low-calorie diet and be­ 
lieve me, I’ve been counting 
her calories for two months 
now.

dieting 
effort, 
this 
fat-for- 
muscle switch does not oc­ 
cur.) 


DEAR DR. MILLER: 
Pin- 
ky’s had her first litter and I 


want to give them away be­ 
fore we become too attached 
to them. So at what age do 
yoirg mice eat and drink on 
their own? — V. T. 


Dear V. T.: At two weeks 
of age yowng mice will begin 
eating and drinking on their 
own, although they can’t eat 
hard pellets until they’re 18 to 
20 days old- They may be 
weaned as early as 16 days, 
though giving them the boot 
this early might set them 
back slightly, so that they 
may never completely gain 
normal weight. To wait 18 
days is better. 


That extra 48 hours enables 
them to hardle the switch 
nicely and they can be com­ 
pletely weaned and on their 
own without any setback. Pin­ 
ky would probably prefer her 
kids to be out on their own by 
21 days.

The trade organization said 
sugar is a carbohydrate and a 
nutrient that supplies energy 
but it contains little or no ad­ 
ded nutrients. 
Refining does not change 
sugar’s nutrient value, the as­ 
sociation added.

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Center gives Down's 


children special help 


EUGENE, Ore. (UPI) - 
L.ittle Brady put some rum­ 
pled old clothes in one box 
and toys in another. It took 
him two tries. 
‘‘Oh, Brady, you did it!” 
his 
teacher 
said 
excitedly. 
She quickly checked someth­ 
ing on a sheet on a clipboard 
in front of her, then gave him 
a big hug and a kiss. 
At another table, Malindi, 3, 
was shown two Raggedy Ann 
dolls and asked to point to the 
big one. She did and got the 
same kind of rewards. 
Brady, Malindi and the oth­ 
ers, squirming in their seats 
waiting 
their 
turns, 
were 
being taught things that nor­ 
mal kids their age pick up by 
themselves or with a 
little 
help. 
They are Down’s Syndrome 
(formerly known as mongol­ 
ism) children or are handi­ 
capped 
mentally, 
in 
some 
cases, 
physically 
for 
other 
reasons. 
Their school is part of the 
University of Oregon’s Center 
on H u m a n 
Development, 
which wants to help every 
Down’s child 
of 
pre-school 
age living in the Eugene area 
or close enough to be driven 
in every day. 
If a federal grant is ap­ 
proved, the center also will 
b e g i n t r e a t i n g newborn 
Down’s infants —four weeks 
and older—by sending some­ 
one to the homes to work with 
the parents. 
‘‘We are interested in the 
long 
run in 
finding 
very 
young children.” said Robe 
Schwartz, the center’s direc­ 
tor. “When a Down’s child is 
bom, vve’d like to know. We 
hope to have something to of­ 
fer the families.” 
“ We feel we have evidence 
that 
kids have m ade 
great 
progress at ages two. three 
and four,” added Nonda Stone 
of the center’s staff, “ so if we 
can 
start 
earlier 
we 
can 
make much more progress.” 
That’s in the future, how- 
e v e r . Now, 
pre-schoolers 
i come to the center to learn a 
! lot of basics like colors, the 
| concepts of up and down and 
large and small, how to brush 
teeth and wash hands, iden- 
, tifying common objects —the 
; list goes on and on. 
Down’s Syndrome means a 
child has a genetic imbalance 
or was born with an extra set 
of genes or an extra chromo­ 
some. 
Researchers say one 
baby in 640 has Down’s Syn­ 
drome. 
The classroom program tor 
pre-school age 
Down’s and 
other 
handicapped 
children 
ha^ been going for about two 
t years. Usually 18-20 kids at­ 
tend each day. 
The staff includes certified 
i teachers, 
university 
student 
aides and people trained in 
physical therapy and physical 
education. 
There’s 
support 
from the Eugene schools and 
the Lane Intermediate Educa- 
i tion District. 
“ We 
feel we 
work 
very 
nicely 
with 
local 
schools,” 
; Schwartz said. “This is not an 
i ivory tower program.” 
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The classrooms 
look 
like 
any nursery 
school 
—busy 
with toys, little furniture and 
bright colors everywhere. 
A small slide illustrated the 
concept of up and down, and 
balls 
and 
blocks 
became 
round and square. 
Coflee cans, paper bags and 
spoons were the objects of a 
lesson in identification. There 
seemed to be pairs of things, 
one large and one small, to 
illustrate size differences. 
Much of the furniture was 
specially designed; chairs arc 
low and tables look as if bite« 
were taken out of them so the 
children could pull in closer. 
The teachers work with two 
or three kids at a time and 
keep records of each learning 
situation. 
Each classroom has a dar- 
k e n ^ d 
observation 
room 
sealed off by a window but 
equipped for listening. Micr­ 
ophones 
in 
the 
classrooms 
over the children 
pick up 
what's happening audibly. 
While watching her daugh­ 
ter from one of these rooms, 
Chris Helm talked enthusiasti­ 
cally about what Malindi was 
learning and about the expe­ 
rience of having a Dovm’s 
child. 
“We were living in Coos 
Bay when Malindi was born,” 
she said. 
“We came here 
when she was 15 months old 
so my husband could go to 
school.” Mike Helm teaches 
at Spencer Butte Junior High 
School. 
“ We 
were 
sort 
of 
dish­ 
eartened about what we were 
going to do with her,” Mrs. 
Helm said. “We didn’t know 
anything about Down’s Syn­ 
drome, so it looked like there 
was no future for Malindi. 
“Then I heard about this 
program, came one day for a 
look and got her in. That was 
a year ago last October. With­ 
in a month, well, it’s just 
b e e n tremendous! Malindi 
can recognize colors, count to 
five — these are just some of 
the things she has learned.” 
Mrs. Helm, who is 27 and a 
teacher herself, tried to ob­ 
serve as much as she car, “to 
know 
what 
they’re doing.” 
She added, “ Sometimes she is 
doing things you don’t realize 
so you can demand a 
lot 
more of her if you know she’s 
capable.” 
She said most people accept 
Malindi “as a pretty normal 
child because that’s what we 
accept her as. She’s retarded, 
yes, but when I say normal I 
just think of her as slower. 
“ She’s 
capable 
oi 
doing 
t h i n g s 
eventually. 
Well, 
maybe not everything but she 
can feed herself, dress herself 
and do many more things 
perfectly. 
“ It’s no good to treat her as 
different. I think this is a 
thing that people have to real­ 
ize. Handicapped people have 
to be treated much more nor­ 
mally than they were treated 
in the past because the longer 
they are treated differently, 
the longer they’re going to 
act in a different way." 
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MANILA (UPI) - The In­ 
to rnaticnal Rice Research In­ 
stitute (IRRI), which with its 
“ m iracle rice” helped double 
rice crop yields in Asia and 
elsewhere in the 1960s. now is 
growing rice with a minimum 
use of fertilizer. 
The idea is agriculturally 
revolutionary and economical­ 
ly important since fertilizer is 
one 
of 
the 
products 
most 
hard-hit by the oil crisis. 
The technology, developed 
by the 700-man staff of the in­ 
stitute in Los Banos, 40 miles 
south of Manila, has cush­ 
ioned th* crippling blow of 
the oil crisis on the Asian far­ 
mer. IRRl’s experiment on 
fertilizer use. incidentally, be­ 
gan in 1968 —long before any 
hint of the coming oil short­ 
age, 
“ We confine fertilizer to a 
ver> judicious use, to make 
sure farm ers apply it only 
where and when necessary," 
said Dr. 
Mano D. 
Pathak, 
IRRI chief entomologist since 
j 1962 and one of the* world’s 
most eminent rice scientists. 
The institute’s experiment 
! was pegged on finding out 
whether there was any sig 
nificant difference 
in yield 
irom traditional nee varieties 
using fertilizer and from mod 
I em 
varieties 
(which 
were 
bred to be responsive to fer­ 
tilizer) grown without any ap­ 
plication of the plam nutrient 
HiUajtfa cfeaine tAct mil 


variety Peta 8 and the “ mi­ 
racle” strains IR8 and IR20 
Each year since 1968, resear­ 
chers planted all three strains 
in 
three 
experimental 
sta­ 
tions, with only Peta 8 getting 
fertilizer. 
Although 1R8 and 
IR20 were not fertilized, they 
yielded an average of 3.8 and 
3.9 tons 
per hectare 
(2.47 
a c r e s ) 
respectively, 
as 
against Peta 8’s 3.2 tons. 
The latest breakthrough is 
proving a boon to farm ers in 
the rice growing nations of 
Asia, Africa and Latin Ameri­ 
ca, many of whom, IRRI offi­ 
cials say. In poim of impact, 
IRRl’s fertilizer technology is 
just one of the many radical 
farm innovations successfully 
developed by the institute. 
Established in 1960 by the 
Rockefeller and Ford Founda­ 
tions in cooperation with the 
Philippine Government, IRRI 
gave the world the first “ m i­ 
racle rice” (1R8) in 1966. To 
date, 25 IRRI rice selections 
have been

Using the freezer can cut food bills 


Rising prices, along with 
threatened shortages of com­ 
mercially 
processed 
fruits 
and vegetables, have sent 
millions of Americans back to 
the soil this year. Hoping to 
swe on future grocery bills 
by growing their own produce 
in home or community gar­ 
dens, they’ve put a sudden 
strain on supplies of seeds, 
fertilizer, and gardening tools. 
Also affected are sales of 
home freezers, as well as 
those of canning and freezing 
supplies, according to Pauline 
Church, home service advisor 
for the Republic Molding Cor­ 
poration, Chicago, manufac­ 
turer of Freezette food con­ 
tainers. 
“The nation’s freezer manu­ 
facturers expect to ship a to­ 
tal of 2,305,000 chest and upr­ 
ight freezers in 1974, accord­ 
ing to the 
Association 
of 
H o m e Appliance Manufac­ 
turers,” she noted. “This fig­ 
ure is lower than last year’s 
whopping 2,415,000, however, 
because material 
shortages 
resulting from the energy 
crisis have limited produc­ 
tion.” 
The comination of increased 
demand and restricted raw 
materials output is also put­ 
ting many freezer supplies on 
the hard-to-get-list. Whether 
you're growing your own pro­ 
duce to freeze, watching for 
seasonal specials at market, 
or both, you need a carefully 
drawn up freezer food plan to 
get the most savings and eat­ 
ing pleasure from your ef­ 
forts, 
Ms. 
Church 
empha­ 
sized. 
“ J u s t as you allocate 
ground in a garden according 
to family likes and dislikes, 
so should you assign freezer 
space to suit your eating 
needs in future months,” she 
suggested. “Allow for some 
flexibility so that you can 
take advantage of a bountiful 
harvest or unexpected good 
buys. But don’t get carried 
away by bargains to the point 
of crowing out more essential 
foods.” 
Generally speaking, freezer 
efficiency depends on ade­ 
quate turnover of contents. 
White some foods can be 
s-»red safely for over a year, 
th?re*s also the cost of keep- 
ifcv* them frozen to consider.

NEW YORK (UPl)-A bad 
breakfast is better than no 
breakfast at all, says nutri­ 
tionist Margaret D. Simko. 
B u t

good 
breakfast 
doesn’t have to be routine ba­ 
con and eggs or even cereal. 
Mrs. Simko. chairman of 
the home economics depart­ 
ment of New York University, 
believes in matching break­ 
fast menu to life style. If 
your teen-agers want to start 
their day with a meal of cold 
c h i c k e n or muffins and 
cheese, let them. 
Or satisfy a child’s sweet 
t o o t h with rice pudding, 
b a k e d 
custard, 
oatmeal 
o o o k i e s with raisins or 
steamed rice with brown su­ 
gar 
and 
milk. 
A 
grilled 
c h e e s e or peanut butter 
sandwich is good. too. Milk or 
citrus juice is optional. 
Any of these makes a better 
starter than instant breakfast 
mix, diet drink, toaster pas­ 
tries or enriched sweet rolls, 
Mrs. Simko said in an inter­ 
view. 
“ Even though they contain 
•all 
nutrients,’ 
they 
often 
don’t really equate breakfast. 
Some mixes are high in fat or 
very sweet.” 
They also can be boring. 
They lack the satisfaction of 
chewing. And they develop 
bad food habits by giving 
children the idea that all fat 
and sweet foods are good tor 
them. Mrs. Simko said. 
“But they generally are a 
better choice than no break­ 
fast, and they must be eva­ 
luated in terms of individual 
needs and intake for 
the 
whole day. 
“Nutritional 
deficiencies 
don’t arise from one meal 
missed, but from poor food 
habits continued over a pe­ 
riod of time.” 
She said the ideal breakfast 
provides one-fourth to one- 
third of a person’s daily nut­ 
rients — protein, fat, car­ 
bohydrates, 
vitamins 
and 
mixverals. 
If breakfast calories come 
entirely 
from 
carbohydrate 
foods like Danish pastries, 
coffee cake, 
doughnuts or 
sweet rolls, they’re empty ca­ 
lories. 


turnover, for instance, the 
freezer operating cost adds 
up to about 10 cents. If all 
contents were consumed and 
replaced three times within 
that year, this figure would 
drop to around six cent9 per 
pound.

One area where you can 
count on saving money in the 
long run is in your choice of 
freezer packaging materials 
and containers. 
While square or rectangu­

make 
more 
economical use 
of freezer 


space, some foods seem to 
‘work better’ in round con­ 
tainers,” Ms. Church noted. 
Since fresh produce should 
be processed, packaged, and 
frozen as quickly as possible, 
it 
pays 
to organize your 
equipment ahead of time, ac­ 
cording to the home service 
director. Make sure die free­ 
zer has been defrosted and 


cleaned, If needed, before 
you’re ready to put up that 
first batch of green beans or 
strawberries. And be sure 
your supply cupboard con­ 
tains the needed number of 
containers in convenient sizes, 
so you won’t have to waste 
valuable time shopping when 
you should be packing and 
freezing.

Revised grade standards for 
whole dry peas will become 
effective July l,^he U.S. De­ 
p a r t m e n t of Agriculture 
(USDA) has announced. The 
revised standards will be sub­ 
stantially the same as prop­ 
osed in the March 21 issue of 
the Federal Register. 
The name “ dry peas” will 
be changed to “ whole dry 
peas” 
to 
differentiate 
the 
commodity from split peas. 
Also, official graders will no 
longer classify dry peas by 
their variety name. Instead, 
graders will classify them as 
Smooth Green, Smooth Yel­ 
low, 
Wrinkled, 
Winter, 
or 
Mixed Dry Peas. At the appli­ 


cant’s request, however, the 
certificate of grade will carry 
the applicant’s statement as 
to the variety of the peas. 
Certain other changes were 
made tor the purpose of clar­ 
ity. 
Official grading of dry peas 
is provided by USDA’s Agr­ 
icultural Marketing Service, 
upon request and for a fee.

Ripe apricots will yield to 
gentle pressure on the skin. 
Yellowish-green

are not fully ripe but will 
quickly ripen at room tem­ 
perature. 
Store ripe apricots in the 
refrigerator and use within 5 
days.

Boston costs 
higher than 


other cities 


BOSTON (U PI) - It costs 
more to live in the Boston 
area than any other city in 
the continental United States, 
according to figures released 
by the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics. 
The greater New York area 
r a n k e d second. Hartford, 
Conn., was third. 
The Bureau said an aver­ 
age family of four in Boston 
would require $14,893 to live 
on an “ intermediate” level 
—$2,267 above the average of 
37 other mainland cities sur­ 
veyed. 
Only 
Anchorage, 
Alaska, 
and Honolulu were more ex­ 
pensive with figures of $16,520 
and $14,937 respectively. 
The report showed the aver­ 
age cost of goods and serv­ 
ices jumped 9.7 per cent be­ 
tween the fall of 1972 and the 
fall of 1973 when the survey 
was conducted. 
The survey included taxes 
as well as “those goods and 
services making up the day- 
to-day necessities of life” — 
food, housing, transportation, 
clothing and medical care 
and other “family consump­ 
tion costs.” 
A hypothetical family in the 
survey was made up of a 
38-year-old husband employed 
full time, his “non-working’ 
wife, a 13-year-old boy and 
eight-year-old girl. 
Boston 
had 
the 
highest 
housing costs, the second 
highest food bill and the high 
est personal income-tax pay­ 
ments, according to the re 
port. 
Living costs in the greater 
New York area and nearby 
northern New Jersey averag­ 
ed $14,448.

George 
McGovern 
for 
the 
presidency 
because 
“ Nixon 
has a big smile, and McGo­ 
vern has a rather bland one.” 
“ Nixon’s 
smile 
showed 
strength,” Gibson said, but a 
“ threatening cuspid, the poin­ 
ty tooth three off the center 
shouldn’t be quite as pointy 
as President Nixon’s, “ indi­ 
cating to Gibson there was 
trouble ahead. 
“ A slightly rounded cuspid 
takes away the sharp look.” 
Gibsos said. “ It’s friendlier. 
Nixon has a big smile, but it 
isn’t 
necessarily 
a 
sincere 
one.” 
The 46-year-old dentist who 
specializes in capping teeth 
said he became interested in 
smiles years ago when he 
saw that his patients weren’t 
displaying his work to the 
best advantage.

Gibson said. “ I can unders­

said, 
“ starting way deep down in 
your heart and ending in the 
smile in your eyes.” 
While capping 
the 
teeth, 
Gibson would tell his patients 
about the techniques he has 
developed to improve a smile. 
Many were pleased with the 
results of his advice, word 
spread and soon local politi­ 
cians started asking Gibson 
for suggestions on how to im­ 
prove their smiles. 
"You want your smile to 
reflect the best in you,” he 
said. “ You can say what you 
want about yourself through a 
smile. 
“ At first, of course, people 
are very self-conscious when

“ Start with a little smile, 
the one you use when somebo­ 
dy opens a door or stands 
aside to let you go first," Gib­ 
son said. “ Make a good arc 
with your lips and show the 
tips of your upper teeth.” 


A basic rule of a good smile 
is “ show your te?th." Gibson 
said. “ People who smile with­ 
out showing their teeth tend 
to be secretive.” 


Gibson recommends 
that 
daring practice sessions, hold 


the small smile for 10 sec­ 
onds. then move up to the 
“ half smile, the Tm glad to 
see you smile.’” 


Then comes the big mo­ 
ment, the full smile, the “ you 
have just won a trip to Paris 
smile.” Gibson said. 


“ W atch to see that you are 
smiling evenly, that both ends 
of your mouth are going up at 
the same angle. An uneven 
s m i l e 
can 
look 
like 
a 
sneer." 


Teeth suggest all sorts of 
personality traits to Gibson, 
who is in the midst of writing 


q book about smiles. Correct­ 
ing or capping poor teeth, he 
emphasises, 
can convey 
a 
p o s i t i v e outlook where a 
negative impression was left 
on others before. 


“ A thin upper lip stretched 
over the teeth is a hostile 
smile,” 
Gibson 
said, 
even 
though the person may not 
want to reveal that he is ang­ 
ry. 
"A chipped tooth suggests 


aggression. 
Small, 
square 
teeth 
have 
done 
a 
lot 
of 
grinding and suggest a tense, 
determined, 
even 
stubborn 


person. 
Gibson considers John F. 
Kennedy the president with 
the best smile, followed by 
D w i g h t 
Eisenhower 
and 
Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. The 
best living smilers in Gibson’s 
opinion are Princess Grace of 
Monaco among women and 
skier Jean-Claude Killy among 
men. 
It takes about a month for 
Gibson to complete a capping 
job, and he recommends that 
his patients practice smiling 


daily during that time. 


But Gibson cautions that if a 


person can’t learn to smile at­ 
tractively in 30 days in a na­ 
tural wav. that he stop the 


exercises because he’ll devel­ 
op a phony smile by overtrv 
tag.

Should you buy no-lead gasoline? 


WASHINGTON 
(UP!) - 
Should you buy no-lead gaso­ 
line for your car? 
The question is pertinent 
because many service stations 
are already offering such gas. 
By July 1, under new federal 
regulations, 
it 
should 
be 
a v a i 1 a b 1 e to motorists in 
about 110,000 stations across 
the country. 
That figures out to about 
two in every three stations in 
city areas and roughly enough 
other station in rural sections, 
according to estimates from 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 
Stations are being required 
to carry the gas because 1975 
model cars —which will start 
appearing in showrooms in 
September —won’t run 
on 
anything else without destroy­ 
ing their expensive new ex­ 
haust 
control 
devices. 
To 
force 
the issue, these new 
cars will be equipped with 
smaller necks in the intake 
line under the gas cap which 
will fit only narrowneck noz- 
7les on the new no-lead gas 
pumps. 
But the new nozzles ob­ 
viously will fit older cars with 
the standard intakes, so the 
question comes back to whe­ 
ther the driver should try no­ 
lead gas. 
The answer is that you can, 
in general, if your car is a 
1971 
model 
or 
later, 
up 
through the current *74 mod­ 
els. Earlier models have high 
compression engines requir­ 
ing gasoline with more octane 
than the no-lead gas has. 
Even that is not a hard and 
fast rule, however. Chrysler 
turned out some models in 
1971 and 1972 which required 
an occasional tank of leaded 
qas to keep the engine run- ! 
ning properly. In addition, 
cars tend to develop their i 
own octane appetites with . 
prolonged use. If there’s any ! 
doubt, consult your owner’s 
manual and your own expe­ 
rience. 
“ Regular” 
gas 
contains i 
lead, incidentally, though not 
as much as “ premium.” The 
octane rating of mast no-lead I 
gasoline will be about 87 un­ 
der the formula now being j 
used on those stickers placed 
on the tace of gas pumps, j 
That level of octane, in gener- | 
al. js not sufficient for pre-’71 
model cars. 
There is also the matter of 
price to consider in no-lead 
gasoline. The EPA estimates 
it will cost about five cents 
more than regular. The In­ 
dustry thinks it will be more 
like two or three cents. 
If an oil company is not 
now turning out no-lead gas, 
government rules allow it to 
charge up to the price of pre­ 
mium for the product once it 
starts offering it. Some com­ 
panies already carrying it, 
however, are not charging 
premium-equivalent prices, so 
it is possible the pressures of 
the marketplace will keep the 
price below that of premium. 
One final point: The au­ 
tomobile industry has been 
worried that people will shy 
away from buying *75 models 
because they may fear no- 
lead gas will be hard to find, 
particularly in rural areas. 
The EPA doesn’t think there 
will be much of a problem 
That remains to be seen, but 
experts believe drivers of 75 
models will be able to use a 
few gallons of leaded gas in a 
pinch wthout ruining the anti­ 
pollution 
device. 
And both 
EPA and the automobile in­ 
dustry seem to agree that 
next year’s models will get 
quite a few more miles to the 
gallon on no-lead fuel than

NEW YORK (UPI) - Dr.

Wolberg, 
founder 
and board chairman of tho 
Postgraduate Center for Men­ 
tal Health, believes that mod­ 
em society is suffering from 
spiritual malnutrition. 
“Food for the soul, the need 
for self-expression and crea­ 
tivity. is just as vital as bod­ 
ily 
nourishment.” 
Wolberg 
said recently. 


The 
eminent 
psychiatrist 
believes that the hobby of 
photography is one of the best 
avenues available for indivi­ 
duals to fill 
this need 
for 
creative expression. 
“It is the most valuable 
leisure time activity I know 
of for personal growth,” he 
said. “When individuals take 
up photography, they start be­ 
coming 
creative 
naturally. 
When they see that they can 


create pleasing pictures, the> 
want to go one and do. mote 
with their cameras. 
Darkroom set up 
“Our society neglects this 
need for self-expression and 
this spiritual malnutrition at 
ten manifests itself in bom 
dom, depression, feelings of 
futility, 
pervasion,

and even psychosomatic ill­ 
nesses,” he said.

Experimental laser process has scientists both excited, fearful 


PULLMAN, Wash. (UPl) - 
A n 
experimental 
process 
known as laser isotope enrich­ 
ment has nuclear scientists 
and government leaders both 
a little bit excited and fearful. 
Successful developmert of 
the process would represent 
what one physicist has la­ 
beled a “ staggering advance” 
obtaining cheap nuclear 
reactor fuel. 
It would also 
countries could easily acquire 


enough enriched uranium to 
build their own nuclear wea­ 
pons. 
A 
group 
of 
Washington 
State 
University 
chemistry 
students plans to do prelim­ 
inary research work this sum­ 
mer on what would be the 
process’s key component—the 
dye laser. 
The dye laser, like other la­ 
sers, emits a fine beam of 
light, but is unique in rhat it 
can be tuned to very precise 


frequencies through the use of 
a dye solution. 
“ We’re going to study the 
properties 
of 
dry 
lasers,” 
s a y s 
Dr. 
M.W. 
Windsor, 
C h a i r m a n of the WSU 
chemistry department. “ By 
learning more about their be­ 
havior we will aid in their 
possible use in isotope enrich­ 
ment.” 
Windsor will supervise 
handful of students during 
their 10-week research pro- 


ject, which will result in a re­ 
port available to scientists 
doing more involved research 
on laser isotope enrichmert. 
He emphasizes that WSU stu­ 
dents will not themselves be 
attempting laser enrichment. 
At present, a process known 
as gaseous diffusion is used to 
enrich the fissionable istope 
U235, which makes up only 
0.7 per cent of natural ura­ 
nium. 
This concentration must 


increased to between 
per cent for 
2 and 3 
cent for use 
in con­ 
ventional fission reactors. 
Diffusion, however, 
is 
a 
remnant of World War II, ex­ 
plains Windsor, and requires 
massive structures to house 
the necessary equipment ard 
equally massive amounts of 
power to operate it. 
The diffusion plant at Oak 
Ridge, Tenn., for example, 
has cascades of diffusion cells 
filling buildings as large as 60 


acres and a half-mile long. 
The three diffusion plants in 
the U.S. consume about 6,000 
megawatts or about 1.5 per 
cent of the 
ration’s total 
electrical output. 
The new laser process 
would reduce the cost of ob­ 
taining fissionable U235 by as 
much as one half. 
Basically, the process in­ 
volves use of tunable dye la­ 
sers, which can theoretically 
excite atoms or molecules of 


one isotope of a partkufar 
element without exciting oth­ 


er isotopes. 
The excited isotope—in this 
case U235—could be ionised 
and separated by electrical or 
magnetic forces from the fe- 
maining 
natural 
uranium, 
says Windsor.

Richard Kleindienst, the first 
Cabinet alumnus since 1929 to 
be 
convicted of a 
crime, 
recently escaped serving a 
jail sentence because of a 
lenient judge. 
Long before he had any leg­ 
al 
problems 
of 
his 
own, 
Kleindienst showed a special 
interest 
in 
prison 
reform. 
Some of his former colleagues 
who served in the Nixon Ad­ 
ministration and became en­ 
tangled in the Watergate af­ 
fair may reap the benefits of 
his efforts. When he was in 
office, Kleindienst called pri­ 
son reform “ one of the most 
important social and law-en­ 
forcement programs of the 
’70s.” 
In 1969, the Federal Gov­ 
ernment started a 
10-year 
program to improve the fed­ 
eral prisons. Fortunately, for 
those already convicted in the 
Watergate 
conspiracy, 
the 
Federal prisons have already 
taken on a new look. 


The fear of homosexual mo­ 
lestation and brutality is a 
major concern of most men, 
especially young men, faced 
with serving a prison term. 
Because Federal prisons now 
emphasize privacy, the dan­ 
gers of homosexual attack or 
rape are much less than in 
old-style prisons where, ac­ 
cording to former prisoner 
and labor leader, Jam es Hof- 
fa, homosexuality was ram­ 
pant and condoned by many 
prison guards. Much of the 
pervasive fear in prisons re­ 
sults from homosexual jea­ 
lousies that 
often 
lead 
to 
stabbings and murders. In­ 
creased 
privacy affords 
a 
place of retreat where tem­ 
pers can cool. If violence is to 
be avoided, this is essential in 
any situation where there is 
o v e r c r o w d i n g and con­ 
finement. 
While he was Attorney Gen­ 
eral, Kleindienst encouraged 
volunteer efforts to help in­ 
mates and former offenders.

Vacation tips 


Whether your vacation will 
be 100 miles away from home 
or 5,000, you still must do cer­ 
tain things before you leave. 
Use your imagination. What 
would happen if you were 
burglarized or if the house 
caught fire? Dees a neighbor 
have your key? Do the police 
know you are away? 
Have you stopped the deliv­ 
ery of your papers? News­ 
papers allowed to pile up are 
an invitation to burglars, as 
is uncollected mail. If your 
local paper is going to report 
your trip (and this is always 
news), suggest that they do it 
upon your return rather than 
before you go so that your ab­ 
sence is not advertised. 


When you leave the house, 
be sure that all household 
appliances that heat up are 
disconnected. 
Put your va­ 
luable jewelry and important 
papers in your safe deposit, 
and 
don’t 
leave 
valuable 
knickknacks within view of 
windows. Don’t trust locked 
closets or drawers—these are 
an invitation to pilferage. It 
is better to leave your fur 
coat with your cleaner. 


If you make your house re­ 
ally difficult to break into, 
b u r g l a r s are discouraged. 
Discuss with a locksmith your 
present arrangement as to 
d o o r 
locks 
and 
window 
guards. Make the house as se­ 
cure as possible—then go with 
peace of mind. 
Don’t overlook the garage. 
Many burglars make a spe­ 
cialty of things like lawn mo­ 
wers and tractors in poorly 
guarded garages.
